Attorney General Favorably Impressed 
with the Central Railroad’s Offer. 
He Asked Many Questions 
and Seemed To Be 
Pleased.

Washington, January 11.—(Special.)—At- 
torney General Griggs devoted an hour to- 
day to the consideration of the proposed 
sites forthe southern federal prison. These 
to him by Councilman 


Thoda Hammond, as the represen- 
tative of the city of .Atlanta, 
by Colonel Livingston, who went with Mr. 
Hammond and took an active part in the 
informal discussion which ensued over 
the matter. 

As the result of the conference, the at- 
torney genera! is very favorably impressed 
with the Site which the city particularly 
indorsed--that given by the Central rail- 
road, and adjoining Fort McPherson. He 
did not, however, reach a decision, for this 
was not expected, but he stated that as 
s00n as he can do so he will run down to 
_Atlanta and make a inspection 
of those subjected by the committee which 
{mpress him incetly. 

After Mr. Hammond had been introduced 
‘by Colonel Livingston, he began by first 
stating the facts about the Central railroad 
site, and then presented the others. He 
explained that the city council! especially 
urged the acceptance of this Central rail- 
road property, and when asked by the 
attorney general why this was so, told 
him very frankly that whereas the Central 
had tendered this to the city free of charge. 
the members of the council committee 
feared that there was an effort on the part 
of some of those interested in other pro- 
posed sites to charge more than they should 
under the circumstances. The representa- 
tives of the city government, he said, felt 
that they would like to have, if it were pos- 
sible. the co-operation of the attorney gen- 
era} in preventing any unjust hardships 
being placed upon the city in this matter, 
but he made it clear that if the Central 
railroad site did not meet fully the attor- 
ney general's ideas, the city would, in some 
Way, manage to secure for the government 
any of the other sites. 

Must Be in or Near Atlanta. 

The attorney general inquired as to the 
prices put upon the different tracts of lands 
hy their present owners, and when told the 
figures, metaphorically threw his hands in 
the air. He suggested that these figures 
sounded very much like New York figures. 
He assured Mr. Hammond that he appre- 
ciated the position of the city authorities, 
and would co-operate as fully as possible 
with them. He made it clear, in the course 
of the discussion, that he would not favor 
going outside of Fulton county or very far 
from the city. He said: 

I am going to Atlanta with the 
prison because I want to be at Atlanta 
and not off somewhere in the woods. 
I want primarily to have the govern- 
ment get the advantages of the cen- 
tral location at Atlanta with the bene- 
fit of comparative rates and all that, 
and easy accessibility for supplies, and 
incidentally, I want Atlanta to get 
whatever benefit there may be in the 
Iccation of the prison there. 

This decision of the attorney general 
not to go outside of Fulton county, will 
rule out one or more of the propositions 
submitted through the committee, and also 
@ proposition which did not come through 
the committee. This was for a tract of land 
across the river in Cobb county, which the 
attorney general declined to consider at all. 
Indeed, the attorney general was very posi- 
tive that he would not consider any proposti- 
tiop which did not come through the repre- 
sentatives of the city and meet their ap- 
proval. 

Pleased with Central’s Offer. 

The attorney general seemed to be very 
favorably impressed with the liberality of 
the Central railroad in making this propo- 
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sition to the city, and asked what railroad 
facilities the road would furnish. 

Mr, Hammond read an extract from Vice 
President Eagan’s letter in which the offer 
was made to furnish al] necessary railroad 
facilities, putting in such spur tracks or side 
tracks as might be necessary. 

The attorney general inquired whether 
this would be done without’ cost 
to the government, and when 
told that it would be, he seem- 
ed pleased. In a discussion which en- 
sued over the matter of railroad facilities, 
the suggestion was made of other railroads 
putting tracks into the grounds. The attor- 
ney general said that he would want noth- 
ing of that kind, but that he should expect 
the Central railroad to furnish all the neces- 
sary facilities for handling the cars of 
other roads at reasonable rates. 

Mr. Hammond assured him that this 
would be done. He said that he certainly 
understood Mr. Eagan’s proposition to 
mean that, and if it did not meet the ques- 
tion fully, he would- guarantee that the 
Central would make satisfactory arrange- 
ments. 

Hammond Made Gooi Impression. 

After the matter had been discussed at 
rome length. all of the different proposi- 
tions being explained, Mr. Hammond re- 
ferred to the fact that the attorney gen- 
eral had asked that the papers be sent him 
so that he might study them before visiting 
Atlanta, but said the committee thought 
best to have the matter presented in person. 
The attorney general expressed his gratifi- 
that this had been done, as Mr. 
Hammond's talk had given him a better 
idea of the situation and conditions than 
he, could have had in any other way. He 
said it was not necessary to leave the papefs 
with him, but that he would go ahead at 
once and have the necessary estimates 
prepared for the appropriation bill and 
would perfect his arrangements for a visit 
to Atlanta just soon as possible. He 
wants Senator Clay and Congressman Liv- 
ingston to go with him. He will take Major 
Strong, of the department of justice, and a 
representative of the supervising archi- 
tect’s office; and wnen he arrives there, the 
party wil] inspect such sites as will be 
shown him by the committee, 

Mr. Hammond had evidently made a thor- 
ough study of the prison situation from the 
city’s standpoint, and was able to make 
prompt answer to all of the ettorney gen- 
eral’s questions. These were many, for the 
head of the department of justice is a very 
practical man, and goes at his business in 
& very practical way. @ 

Mr. Hammond made an excellent presen- 
tation of the case, and certainly demon- 
Strated the wisdom of the council commit- 
tee in having him come on here.

NAMED AS MINISTER OF UNITED 
STATES TO GREAT BRITAIN.

He Is a Prominent New York Lawyer 
and Has Had a Brilliant 
Career.

Washington, January 11.—The president 
today sent to the senate the nomination of 
Joseph H. Choate, of New York, to be am- 
bassador extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentiary to Great Britain. 

Joseph Hodges Choate was born January 
24, 1832, in Massachusetts, and is the son 
Of Dr. George Choate. He graduated in 
1852 from Harvard College, and two years 
later from Harvard Law School. After a 
year’s study in a Boston office, he was ad- 
mitted in 1855 to the bar. In the same year 
he entered the office of Scudder & Carter, 
in New York city, but, soon left and en- 
tered the office of Butler, Evarts & South- 
mayd. 

He afterwards formed a partnership with 
William H. Barnes, but in 1859 became a 
member of the firm of Evarts, Southmayd 
& Choate. For the iast ten years Mr. 
Choate has been generally acknowledged 
to be the leader of the New York bar. and 
has appeared in ‘hundreds of celebrated 
cases, where his fluency of wit and his 
searching cross-examinations brought him 
considerable success, 

Mr. Choate’s political career practically 
began in 1856. when he took the stump for 
Freemont. Since then he has been known 
as an ardent republican, though he has 
never held office. At times, he has not 
been in touch with the party organization 
Mr, Choate wag president of the state con- 
stitutional convention in 1894. From 1878 to 
1877 he was president of the Union League 
Club, of New York, of which organization 
he has always been an active and influen- 
tial member. The present name of the law 
firm, of which Mr. Choate is a member, is 
Evarts, Choate & Beaman.

GEN. OTIS NOT HEARD FROM. 


HAD AUTHORITY TO MEET COM- 
MISSION FROM AGUINALDO. 


Does Not Mean That Insurgents Have 
Been Recognized, but Was Done 
To Prevent Crisis. 


Washington, January 11,—It was said 
at the war department today that abso- 
lutely nothing had been heard over night 
from General Otis, at Manila, touching the 
state of affairs there. 

When inquiry was made relative to a 
report that there had been a meeting yes- 
terday near Manila of a commission se- 
lected jointly by General Otis and Agul- 
naldo, it was pointed out that under the 
large discretionary authority conferred 
upon him by the department and in con- 
formity with the president’s express in- 
structions to exhaust all peaceful means 
af adjusting the difficulty with the insur- 
gents, General Otis had full authority. to 
adopt such a course without asking ex- 
press permission from the department. 
His course is thoroughly approved py the 
president up to this point. 

A rather interesting question is raised 
by the meeting of this commission as to 
whether it does or does not constitute a 
recognition of the dnsurgents, but the 
general opinion is that it does not, the 
matter being one of purely internal con- 
cern, with which no foreign nation has 
a right to interfere. 

Meanwhile, the meeting of the commis- 
sion has served at least to avert the crisis 
which seemed impending in the Philip- 
pines, and there is now fair grounds for 
the supposition that the status quo will 
be maintained, at least until the ratifica- 
tion. of the pending peace treaty. 


WHEELER SPEAKS FOR PENSIONS. 


Asks Them. for Widows of Men Who 
Fell at Santiago. 
Washington, January 11.—General Wheel- 


er appeared before the house committee on 
pensions today and made a fervid appeal 
for a special pension bill giving to the 
widows and relatives of those who fell at 
Santiago and other battles of the Spanish 
war an amount commensurate with the gal- 
lantry of those who lost their lives. 

General Wheeler spoke of the sacrifices 
and hardships through which our forces 
had passed, and in particular recited the 
brilliancy of their move up San Juan hill. 
He paid a thigh tribute to Colonel Haskell, 
one of the officers who died after returning 
to this country, and to Captain Gridley, of 
the Olympia; Ensign Bagley, Colonel Ham- 
ilton, Major Force, Captain Dickinson and 
others, whose widows and relatives it is 
proposed to pension at a sum greater than 
that allowed by the general pension law. 

After hearing General Wheeler, the mat- 
ter was referred to a special committee to 
report a general plan dealing with the 
subject. 


NEWS FROM CONGO FREE STATE. 


Batelelas Tribesmen Kill Five Whites 
in Addition to Those Reported. 
Brussels, January 11.—The Peiit Bleu an- 
nounces that the Batelelas tribesmen of 
the Congo Free State, who, as announced 
from here on January 7th, defeated a col- 
umn of 200 or the state troops on November 
4th and captured Kalambari on November 
14th, in addition to killing two officers, one 
sergeant and 200‘ native troops, captured 
fourteen whites, two guns and ammunition 
and a quantity of baggage. In addition, 
five whites were killed at Kalambari, which 
is the chief town of the district. It was

FORAKER TALKS 
OF EXPANSION 
NTH 


Declared United ‘States Has the 
Right To Acquire Territory, 


QUOTED HIGH AUTHORITIES 


Said No One Desies To Retain the 
Philippines for Indefinite Period, 


THIS 1S CONSIDERED AUTHORITATIVE 


Believed That He Is in a Position To 
Know the President’s Views. 
Senator ‘Bacon Introduces 
Resolutions Bearing on 
the Question. 


Washington, January 11.—A climax was 
reached today.in the debate on the ques- 
tion of expansion :which is in progress in 
the senate.* Heretofore all of the speeches 
with the notable exception of that of Mr. 
Platt, of Connecticut, have been in opposi- 
tion to what is presumed to be the policy 
of the administration with respect to the 
acquisition of the Philippines. 

Today Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, addressed 
the senate in opposition to-the declaration 
of the Vest resolution that the United 
States has no constitutional power to ac- 
quire foreign territory to be maintained as 
colonies. While much of his speech was de- 
voted to a constitutional argument in sup- 
port of the right of this country as a nation 
to acquire and govern out-lying territory, 
he gave particular attention to the utter- 
ances that have been made in contrayen- 
tion of that position, especially those of 
Mr. Vest and Mr. Hoar. Mr. Foraker has 
a clear, direct and forceful style of oratory 
which commands attention, not only by rea- 
son of the recognized ability of the man, 
but also by his impetuosity and pe@wer as 
a speaker. He is at his, best in a runping 
fire of debate and the frequency of inter- 
ruptions today afforded him ample oppor- 
tunity to ebucidate his argument to the 
best advantage. He laid down the broad 
proposition that to adopt the Vest resolu- 
tion was to declare that our fathers had 
brought forth a nation that was inferior 
to all other nations regardless of the gen- 
erally accepted idea that one nation was 
the equal of another and all equally re- 


stricted. 

lle maintained that the right to acquire 
territory was an inherent right of nation- 
ality and that as we have the right to 
make and to enter into treaty agreements 
it follows logicalty that we have the power 
to acquire territory by conquest and to 
assume the responsibilities that may accrue 
therefrom. Mr. Foraker’s strong assertion 
that the acquisition of the Philippines was 
temporary in character created a sensation 
in the chamber. He maintained, however, 
that we have a legal right to hold the is- 
lands permanently. 

Bacon’s Resolutions. 

Prior to Mr. Foraker’s speech Senator 
Bacon, of Georgia, introduced the follow- 
ing resolution: 

1. That the government and people of 
the United States have not waged the 
recent war with Spain for conquest and 
for the acquisition of foreign territory, 
but solely for the purpose seé forth in 
the resolution of congress making the 
declaration of said war, the acquisition 
of such small tracts of lan& or harbors 
as may be necessary for governmental 
purposes being not deemed inconsistent 
with the same. 

2. That in demanding and in receiving 
the cession of the Philippine islands it 
is not the purpose of the government of 
the United States to secure and main- 
tain dominion over the same as a part 
oof the territorial possessions of the 
United States, or to incorporate the in- 
habitants thereof as citizens of the Uni- 
ted States to hold said inhabitants as 
Vassals or subjects of this government. 

3. That whereas at the time of the 
declaration of war by the United States 
against Spain, and prior thereto, the in- 
habitants of the Philippine islands were 
actively engaged in a war with Spain 
to achieve their independence , and 
whereas said purpose and the military 
operations thereunder have not been 
abandoned, but are still being actively 
prosecuted thereunder; 

Therefore, in recognition of, and in 
cbedience to the vital principle announc- 
ed in the great declaration “that gov- 
ernments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed,” the gov- 
ernment of the United States recognizes 
that the people of the Philippine islands 
of a right ought to be free and inde- 
pendent; that with this view, and to 
give effect to the same, the government 
of the United States has required the 
government of Spain to relinquish its 
authority and government in the Philip- 
pine islands and from the waters 
thereof. 

4 That the United States hereby dis- 
claims: any disposition or intention to 
exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or con- 
trol over said islands, and asserts its 
determination, when an independent 
government shall have been duly erect- 
ed therein entitled to recognition as 
such, to transfer to said government, 
upon terms which shall be reasonable 
and just, all rights secured under the 
cession by Spain and to thereupon leave 
the government and contro] of the §- 
lands to their people. 

Mr. Allen’s Resolutions. 


Mr. Allen. of Nebraska, offered the fol- 


lowing resolution: 

“That any aggtessive, action by army 
or navy on the part of the United States 
against the Filipinos would be an act of 
war unwarranted on the part of the presi- 
dent and the exercise of constitutional 


powers vested exclusively in congress.” 
“In submitting this resolution, Mr. Presi- 
dent,” said Mr. Ajlef, “I desire to make 
some observations, but will not enter upon 
a discussion of the mooted question of an 
imperiaiistic policy, reserving that until a 
later date, when I hope to present my 
views quite fully. I am .led to introduce 
this resolution because the press dispatches 
indicate that our troops are moving upon 
the people of Iloilo. I introduce it as a 


| SAYS THE SITUATION IS GRAVE. 


GENERAL RIOS CABLES OF SITUA- 
TION IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Visayas Natives Have Refused To Fer- 
mit Americans To Land, Threat- 
ening To Resist by Force. 


Madrid, January 11—General Rios, the 
Spanish commander, cables from Manila 
reiterating the assertion that the situation 
of affairs in the Philippine islands is most 
grave. The rebels, ft appears, are concen- 
trating in the neighborhood of Manila 
with the intention of attacking that place. 

Great preparations are being made for 
the defense of the city. The Spanish gen- 
eral also asserts that natives of the Vi- 
Sayas have again refused to permit the 
Americans to land. threatening to resist by 
force if an attempt is made to do so. The 
Americans, therefore, according to Gen- 
embarking and he confifms a previous 
Statement to the effect that they are un- 
willing to bombard Iloilo because the Euro- 
Pean houses are stocked with petroleum 
with the view of being set alight by the 
American shells. 

General Rios also alleges that the rebels 
are determined to fight the panel <r be- 
fore re-enforcements arrive from _ the 
United States. 

In conclusion General Rlos says Aguin- 
aldo’s proclamation has ‘‘produced immense 


enthusiasm among the rebels.’’

Hartford, January 11.—General Joseph R. 
Hawley was this afternoon nominated by 
the republican caucus of the legislature as- 
sembled to choose a junior member of the 
senate from Connecticut. The victory which 
came to the distinguished soldier and states- 
man furnished the climax to one of the 
most bitterly waged political contests ever 
fought in the Nutmeg state. 

For weeks and months there has been 
no cessation of strife for the honor, which 
was rendered complicated by the presence 
in the fleld as General Hawley’s competi- 
tors of two of the most prominent republi- 
cans in the state.. Samuel Fessenden, of 
Stamford, member of, the national republi- 
can committee, and ex-Governor Morgan 
G. Bulkeley. 

The final battle took place this after- 
noon, when the republicans of the house 
of representatives and the state senate met 
in a joint caucus. The victory of General 
Hawley was not secured until three full 
hours had been consumed, and nearly all 
of that time was occupied by balloting. 
Senator Hawley was at all times in the 
lead, but until thé final ballot was cast 
and counted his margin was too narrow 
to permit of great confidence. The sev- 
enth and final ballot resulted:

Jnteresting Testimony of Newspaper Wo- 
man Before Commission. 


WAS A VOLUNTEER NURSE 


Said There Was a Lack of Instruments 
on the Ship. 


THE FOOD SUPPLY WAS INSUFFICIENT 


Dr. Atwater Told of Refrigerated Beef 
and Said He Considered It 
Excellent Food, 


Washington, January 11.—Mr. Tilden, 
secretary and one of the directors of Libby, 
McNeill & Libby, tinned meat packers of 
Chicago, testified before the war investi- 
gation commission today as to the compa- 
ny’s method of selecting cattle, killing 
them and preparing them for market. The 
company had sold the government 2,000,000 
pounds during the war and had received 
no complaints, either at home or from 
abroad. His house had furnished identical- 
ly the same meat to the English, French, 
German and Japanese governments as was 
furnished to the United States during the 
recent war. There had never been any 
complaints from these customers. 

Arthur Meeker, genera] superintendent of 
Armour & Co.’s Chicago plant, said Ar- 
mour’s general methods of slaughter, in- 
spection and cooling were practically the 
same as Swift & Co.’s. He shipped aLout 
7,000,000 pounds of refrigerator beef a weck: 
Their export trade was exclusively English 
and there were very few complaints from 
customers. The firm had supplied refriger- 
ator beef to permanent United States army 
posts for fifteen years without a single 
complaint. 

P, J. Connor, eastern manager for Ar- 
mour & Co., who made the contra¢t for 
fresh beef at Camp Black, Camp Alger and 
Camp Meade, said thhe had received no com- 
Plaints, but on the contrary had been com- 
plimented by the various commissary of- 
ficers with whom he. had dealt. 

Was a Horror Ship. 

Jeannette Jennings, a newspaper woman 
and a volunteer worker of the Red Cross, 
who was at Santiago on the supply ship 
Texas, appeared at the afternoon session 
and varied the monotony of the chemical 
beef inquiry by telling her experience as a 
nurse aboard the Seneca, which was 
described on its arrival in New York as a 
“horror ship.’’ 

Her description of the vesse] did not dif- 
fer essentially from those of the corre- 
epondents and sick who were aboard the 
Seneca on the voyage te New York. She 
said that except for a single case of beef 
extract, the vessel had not aboard it a sin- 
gle article for the use of the sick. The 
captain was very attentive and supplied 
many meals to the sick soldiers from the 
passengers’ table, but he protested before 
starting that the vessel had not been clean- 
ed and was in no condition to receive sick 
or convalescentg and that she had no gsup- 
plies, nor even eating utensils, for the sick 
aLoard. 

Witness spoke of the lack of surgical in- 
struments aboard and Dr. Connor, who was 
conducting the examination, asked what 
meed there was for surgical instruments be- 
yond scissors and bandages. Witness re- 
plied that one soldier thad nearly suf- 
focated, being shot through the lungs, and 
had 114 ounces of liquid pumped out of his 
thorax as soon as they could get him to 
Bellevue hospital. Others, she said, were 
almost as badly in need of surgical atten- 
tion. 

She said further, that in spite of the fact 
that the Seneca and other transports un- 
fitted for the care of sick and wounded, 
were loaded to their utmost for the home 
voyage, the Relief, which was fitted to 
carry 800 sick, came home immediately af- 
terwards with only 125 patients aboard her. 


Dr. Atwater’s Testimony. 


The next witness was Dr. W. A. Atwater, 
@ special agent of the agricultural depart- 
ment, who was called as an expert chem- 
ist on the subject of “embalmed beef.” 

The gist of Dr. Atwater’s testimony, 
which occupied some houres, was that he 
considered the ordinary canned Leef of 
commerce, both corned and roast, excel- 
lent food, and about of equal nutritive 
value. He also considered refrigerated 
beef excellent food and had never heard 
of chemicals other than salt and saltpeter 
being used in preserving any sort of meat 
to be found in the general market. 

Dr. Atwarter was exceedingly guarded in 
his testimony, however, and would not 
give categorical answers. He was indulged 
by the commission and furnished a_ long 
qualified and explanatory answer to almost 
every question.

DESPERATE CRIMINAL CAUGHT. 


THRASHER MEAD CHARGED WITH 
ROBBERY OF A POSTOFFICE. 


He Has a Criminal Record That Has 
Seldom Been Equaled—Fought 
Arresting Officers. 


Meridian, Miss., January 11.—The post- 
office at Enterprise, Miss., was blown open 
with dynamite Monday night and the per- 
petrator escaped, after obtaining a consid- 
erable amount of stamps, money orders and 
cash, 

It is now supposed that the robbery was 
committed by Thrasher Mead, one of the 
most desperate criminals in the country. 
Mead was arrested in Mobile and brought 
back to Enterprise today, but not until 
after a desperate fight with the officers. 
A large quantity of postage stamps, blank 
money orders and $1,138 in cash, stolen from 
the safe in the Enterprise postoffice, were 
recovered, 

Mead thas a criminal record that is hard- 
ly second to that of the notorious Rube 
Burrows. For nearly ten years he has in- 
fested the railroads of Mississippi and Ala- 
bama and is known to have been intimate- 
ly connected with a band of negro robbers 
in Chicago. 

Mead broke into the postoffice at Acker- 
man, Miss., in the latter part of 1896 and 
was arrested and taken to the jail at Aber- 
deen. He sawed his way out in December, 
1896, and was next heard of in Chicago. 
In 1897 he was arrested at Jacksonville, 
Fila., and taken to Kosciusko, Miss. While 
there he formed a conspiracy. with trusties 
who were allowed outside of the cage and 
they overpowered and choked Sheriff Mc- 
Millan and he escaped with six others. 

Mead is known to have been implicated 
in five train robberies, and the Southern 
Express Company thas proof that he blew 
open safes in its offices at Aberdeen and 
Durant, Miss., during the past year. He 
has escaped from twenty-one jails and once 
from the Alebama penitentiary since he be- 
gan his criminal career, 

The postcifice department and the express 
companies offered large rewards for his ar- 
rest and the officers who effected his cap- 
ture will receive several thousand dollars.

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OTHERS TO RECEIVE ORDERS 


No Reflection Is Meant When Regi- 
ments Are Relieved. 


DEPARTMENT ACTS FOR THE BEST 


Troops in Philippines Will Be the 
First of Those Abroad To Be 
Brought Home. 


Washington, January 11.—The work of re- 
ducing the military forces of the United 
States to a peace basis is progressing slow- 
ly but steadily. Orders were issued by 
Major General Miles today for the muster 
out of the Fourth Kentucky volunteer in- 
fantry now in camp at Anderson, Ala., of- 
ficers and men to be provided with trans- 
nortation to their places of enrollment in 


Kentucky. 

The Sixty-ninth New York infantry is 
the only one of the volunteer regiments 
recently selected for honorable discharge 
that will be mustered out at its home 8ta- 
tion. The others will all be mustered out 
at their present stations in the south. 

It is stated at the war department that 
there is no foundation for the report that 
célored volunteer organizations were se- 
lected for muster out because of alleged 
lack of efficiency or discipline, and that it is 
equally untrue that the muster out of the 
white volunteer organizations involves any 
reflection on their efficiency or discipline. 

In the selection of regiments for muster 
out the main consideration has the inter- 
ests of the government, and in every case 
the selection fell upon organizations whose 
services could be spaged with the least 
impairment to the policy of the admin- 
istration for the use of the military in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. Con- 
sequently the troops on duty in those coun- 
tries will be the last of the volunteers to be 
mustered out, 

The volunteers in the Philippines are 
likely to be the first of those abroad se- 
lected for discharge. There will be mo gen- 
eral designation of regulars who ‘enlisted 
until the war was over until the ratification 
of the treaty of peace with Spain. If no 
more re-enforcements are needed in Cuba 
and the Philippines between now and the 
first of February, it is stated on good au- 
thority that all the remaining volunteer 
organizations now held in reserve in the 
southern states will be mustered out within 
the next few weeks.

‘“‘We made a protocol some time in Au- 
gust,’ continued Mr. Hoar, “under which 
we are still living with Spain.’’ 

Mr. Hoar then read from the protocol 
Showing that the United States would 
hola the bay, harbor and city of Manila 
until the disposition of the Philippine 
islands should be determined. 


Have No Right To Advance. 


“That clearly implies,”-said Mr. Hoar, 
“that we will make no advance upon Spain 
or the Spanish people on lands until 
the situation shall have been changed. If 
now we have the power to tge the military 
forces against the Filipinos, where does it 
come from?” 

Mr. Gray, at whom the question of Mr. 
Hoar seemed to be directed, rose and 
said: 

“I wish to remark that the question of 
the senator from Massachusetts answers 
in part the position taken in hig remarks 
by the senator from Nebraska” (Mr. Al- 
len). 

After pointing out the reasons why this 
was true, in his opinion, Mr. Gtay said 
that. technically we were still at war with 
Spain. It was true that we were living 
under a truce, but in pursuing the war the 
president was simply exercising the Powers 
that had been conferred upon him by the 
war-making power. He pointed out that 
the only question that could arise woyiq 
be as to whether we were, in making War 
upon the Filipinos, violating the Proteco] 
and if there were such violation it would 
be a matter between the United States ald 
Spain without reference to anybody else. 

Mr. Hoar contended it was a breach of 
faith to attack Spain at Iloilo and bad poli. 
cy to attack Aguinaldo. 

Mr. Allen replied to Mr. Gray, asserting 
that Spain had no jurisdiction in the Phil- 
ippines and that Aguinaldo’s gxovernifvent 
Was the government there. His govern- 
ment was both a de facto and a de jure 
government, and it had maintained itself 
for several years. Therefore, the United 
States did not succeed to Spain's title to 
the islands. 

Mr. Gray replied that evidently Mr. Allen 
was laboring under a misapprehension: this 
country was technically at war with Spain 
until the peace treaty was compieted. It 
was true that active military 6perations 
had ceased and for this reason the United 
States was under the highest obligation to 
maintain good faith in the observance of 
the terms of the protocol. 

Mr. Allen spoke briefly in reply to Mr. 
Gray, reiterating his position and asking 
for the immediate consideration of his res- 
olution. Mr. Gallinger objected and the 
resolution went over. 

* Mr. Foraker’s Speech. 

Mr. Foraker was recognized and proceg- 
ed to deliver his set speech on the general 
question of the power td extend our terri- 
tiry. He based his remarks principally 
upon the Vest resolution, incidentally giv- 
ing attention to Mr. Mason’s measure. The 
resolutions, he said, were different proposi- 
tions—the Vest measure raises the question 
of power; the Mason resolution that of 
policy. We had been told by Mr. Hoar that 
the question of power was the most im- 
portant cver raised in the history of the 
government. Mr. Foraker did not agree 
with this dictum.

| Great Britain, said Mr. Foraker. It being 


true that we have the power to make war 
and to enter into treaty agreement, we 
logically have the power to acquire terri- 
tory .by conquest or otherwise, and to in- 
herit all the consequences that may accrue 
through war. He quoted Chief Justice Mar- 
shall to sustain his position, contending 
that the chief justice had said the United 
States had not only the right to acquire. 
but also the right to govern territory so 
acquired. 


Bacon Interrupts. 


Mr. Bacon called attention to the fact 
that the territory under consideration by 
the chief justice was Florida, which was 
contiguous and having a population homeo- 
benous with our own. 

Mr. Foraker said that while this state- 
ment as the location of the territory was 
true, as a matter of fact Justice Marshall 
has not found it necessary to point out this 
fact. His utterance had been clear-cut and 
without qualification, but it was evident 
from this quotation that the fathers of the 
American republic had not meant to create 
a nation inferior to other nations in power. 
Mr. Foraker also quoted Justice Bradley in 
a Utah case, involving the question of po- 
lyggamy, in which the justice said: 

“It would be absurd to say that a nation 
has power to acquire territory and not the 
power to govern it.” 

This was a late decision on the same 
line as that of Chief Justice Marshall in 
the early days of the republic. Such being 
the authorities, what ground, he asked, 
have the supporters of the resolution to 
stand upon? Mr. Vest had contended in 
his speech that history was against the 
assumption of power of this country to 
establish colonial governments and that the 
character of our war for independence 
demonstrated that the men of that day 
would not have countenanced such a pro- 
ceeding. On the contrary, Mr. Foraker held 
that there was no complaint in revolution- 
ary times. ,oOlonial policy. On the con- 
trary there were\indications that they had 
in mind“the possibility of the acquisition of 
territory. and Mr, Foraker quoted from 
Governor Morris’s letter to Mr. Livingston, 
in which he said that the United States 
were destined to control the whole of the 
territory of North America. 

Mr. Platt (Connecticut) called attention 
to article 4 of the treaty of the United 
States with Canada, drawn by Benjamin 
Franklin, which provided that if Canada 
Shall be obtained by the United States it 
shall be dependent upon this country. 

“Yes,’’ said Mr. Foraker, ‘* and nothing 
is said about the consent of the Canadians 
either.’’ 

Questions from Tillman. 

Mr. Tillman (South Carolina) inquired of 
Mr. Foraker whether any of the states 
could discriminate against a territory on 
account of the color or previous condition 
of its inhabitants? 

“That question is not before us now,” 
replied Mr. Foraker. ‘‘When it arises we 
shall meet it. I wish some of the states 
that do discriminate were outside, and we 
had a trial of the question now.’’ (Great 
laughter.) 

In beginning a discussion of the speech 
of Mr. Hoar, Mr. Foraker said: 

“I Hstened, as I always listen, to the 
speech of the senator from Massachusetts. 
It was a speech of great ability and power, 
power such as the always delivers, but 
when it is reduced it only amounts to this, 
that the governfent of the United States 
only has the power to acquire territory for 
constitutional purposes, and as to what 
those constitutional purposes are the sena- 
tor from Massachusetts shall be the sole 
and exclusive judge.’’ 

Mr, Foraker’s remarks brought Mr. Hoar 
out for a further explanation of his posi- 
tion. Rising and interrupting the senator, 
he said: 

“If we thougiht it necessary for our na- 
tional defense to annex an outlying terri- 
tory and if the people of that territory ob- 
jected to our acquisition of it, I would 
consider the subjugation of it as a great 
national crime, to be repudiated and con- 
demned, and I should say that the United 
States would better go down beneath the 
waters of the Pacific in honor rather than 
disgrace itself by such an action.’’ 

Mr. Hoar said that he. did not mean to 
say that a great continent upon which 
roamed a few thousand savages, having no 
government and being incapable of govern- 
ment, should be passed by or that civili- 
zation should stop at its threshold. 

Mr. Foraker repudiated the conclusions 
reached by Mr. Hoar. ‘‘As I now under- 
stand the senator rom Massachus##ts,’’ said 
Mr. Foraker, ‘the march of civilization 


ought not to be stopped for lack of consent. 
The march of the French across the dark 
continent and of the British to Fashoda is 
not then to be interrupted.” 

Mr. Foraker maintaified that the govern- 
ment of the United States had ample pow- 
er to acquire territory by treaty, and he 
demanded to know of Mr. Hoar if he did 
not think territory so acquired was acquir- 
ed constitutionally. 

‘The trouble, Mr. President,’’ continued 
the senator, “‘is that senators are talking 
about a theory instead of a practical con- 
dition. What have the senators who have 
discussed these theories proposed? Noth- 
ing. You all know the precedents of the 
condition we face. We had made war and 
its fortunes had carried us to the Pwhilip- 
pines. When the end came those islands 
were in our possession; what was to be 
done? Four possibilities existed. We might 
return the islands to Spain, allow some oth- 
er country to seize or gobble them up, 
the people of the islands might be left to 
themselves and the anarchy that existed 
there or we ourselves might take posses- 
sion of them. The unanimous voice of the 
country was opposed to the return of the 
islands to the tyrannical government of 
Spain. In many of the state conventions 
ringing declarations against such a course 
were adopted and one of those was the 
convention of the state of the senator from 
Massachusetts (Mr. Hoar).”’ 

“I wrote it myself,’’ announced Mr. Hoar. 

“Then, I presume, the senator its opposed 
to that. course,’’ remarked amid Mr. Fo- 
raker, amid laughter. 


~ Possession Temporary. 


“The return of the islands to Spain,” re- 
sumed Mr. Foraker, “was therefore not to 
be considered. Were they then to be left 
to themselves? About the time this ques- 
tion was confronting us I saw repeated 
newspaper statements from Aguinaldo and 
his associates among the insurgents to the 
effect that all the countries of Europe 
would be on their backs before breakfast 
‘if the United States deserted them at that 
juncture. We could not leave the islands 


at the mercy of other countries. Such a 
course would have been cruel. We wisely 
decide against b»th these courses. We de- 
cided to take possession ourselves—for the 
Present at least—until the peopie of.these 
islands are ready and capable of self-gov- 
emment.”’ 

The assertion of our possession of the 
Philippines created a stir in the chamber. 
Mr. Foraker reiterated it. We could not 
desert the people of the islands, he said, 
and gubject them to the risks of disorder, 
anarthy, misrule and mob rule while they 
might be stili unfit for self-government. 
But Our occupation: was not to be perma- 
nent, 

“I donot understand that any one desires 
anything put the eietineiie inde- 
pendence of the people of the Philippines,” 
said he emphatically, ‘‘neither the presi- 
dent nor any one in this chamber,” 

But what about our right, if we choose 
ne yer ee permanently, with no thought 
‘ ru ima or * 
oH cacling te independence?” ipquired 

“We have an unquestionable right to do 
so,” replied Mr. Foraker. “I speak partic- 
ularly of Our jega) right.” 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, asked at this 
juncture what difference there was be- 
tween our relations to Cuba and our rela- 
tions to the Phillippines, why we could not 
deal with the latter on the same basis as 
the former—simpiy hold them now with 
the declared purpose of giving them self- 
government as n ag 2

Spain and the CuLans themselves. 

“In the case of the Philippines there were 
other complications which cannot be spok- 
en of here, but which senators will hear in 
executive session, which justified the presi- 
dent’s course in the most ample manner 
and vindicates most completely everything 
he has done. In fact, no other course is 
safe in view of the object we naturally 
sought to attain—justice, not only to our- 
selves, but to the people of those fslands.”’ 

“What of the statement about hauling 
down the American flag?” interjected Mr. 
Hoar. 

“No one desires to retain the Philippines 
indefinitely,’’ reiterated Mr. Foraker again. 
“The president {is as much a lover of lib- 
erty, truth and justice as is the senator 
from Massachusetts, and his love of liberty 
goes out to the people of the Philippines 
as unerringly as his.” 

Not Perpetual Domain. 

“Then we are to understand the state- 
ment that the American flag is not to be 
haule@ down,” said Mr. Hoar, “does not 
mean that we are to hold perpetual do- 
main? If the people of the Philippines be- 
lieve their happiness can Lest be secured 
by self-government they are to be given an 
opportunity to govern themselves.’ 

“With the determination of the ultimate 
policy respecting the Philippines,’’ replied 
Mr. Foraker, “their feelings will have 
much to do. No one, so far as Iam able 
to learn, is preparing by force and violence 
to take and hold them. I am willing to 
trust the administration. I have no sym- 
pathy with thase who talk of making war 
on Aguinaldo any more than I had with 
those who talked of making war on Go- 
mez.”’ 

“Thank God@ for that,” murmured Mr. 
Hoar from his seat, but in a voice audible 
throughout the chamber. E 

“T repeat,’’ continued Mr. Foraker, “‘that 
we had four choices as to what we should 
do, and I affirm that the president acted 
wisely. It is now for congress to etic? 
gate whether the Filipinos are capable of 
self-government and whether they desire 
self-government. We will know in a short 
time what the feeling of the population of 
the islands ts. Then we can act intelll- 
gently and I know we will act justly. 

In conclusion Mr. Foraker said he would 
place in the record the recent proclamation 
of the president to the insurgents as a 
declaration of the spirit and purpose of the 
United States. When he took his seat 
there was a demonstration of approval 
from the galleries which was unchecked 
by the presiding officer. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Foraker’s speech 
Mr. Allen of Nebraska continued briefly 
the debate upon the constitutional ques- 
tions relating to the acquisition of the Phil- 
ippine islands without the ultimate object 
in view of admitting them into the union 
as a state. 

At 3:10 o’clock the senate went into ex- 
ecutive session and half an hour later ad- 
journed.

REFLECTS PRESIDENT’S POLICY. 


Foraker’s Speech Said To Have Ex- 
/ pressed McKinley’s Ideas. 
Washington, January 11.—(Special.)—Pres- 

ident McKinley is in favor of the ultimate 
independence of the Philippines and does 
not indorse the idea of permanent annex- 
ation. The positive declaration to this effect 
was made by Senator Foraker in the course 
of his very able speech in the senate to- 
day and it is evident the statement must 
have been made on authority. 

While the president and the senator from 
Ohio have not always been the closest of 
political allies, they are on close terms now 
and there is no man in the senate whom 
the president will more quickly consult than 
Foraker. It is certain that the senator 
would not make so positive a declaration 


without warrant. « 
This declaration means that the president 


has got squarely on the platform of Mr. 
Bryan and the other conservative demo- 
cratic leaders. He lays himself open to the 
criticism of having waited to see the trend 
of public opinion before deciding where he 
himseif stood, for there is no doubt that the 
majority sentiment of the country is 
against extreme policy of holding on to 
the Philippines permanently, or annexing 
them as a part of the territory of the Uni- 
ted States. 

It is true the president has not yet made 
personal declaration to that effect and until 
he does he will be criticised, but this For- 
aker declaratior is taken here as being in 
a sense official and has created the deepest 
interest in consequence.

TO CONSIDER PEACE’ TREATY. 
Davis Gives Notice That He Will Ask 
for Early Consideration. 
Washington, January 11.—At 3:10 p. m. 
the senate, on motion of Mr. Davis, the 
chairman of the foreign relations commit- 
tee and in charge of the treaty of peace, 
went into executive session. When the ex- 
ecutive session convened Senator Davis re- 
ported the peace treaty, stating that it had 
not been amended in any respect in the 
committee. He moved at the same time 
that the treaty and the proceecings of the 
peace commission be made public. This 
motion led to debate. Tho discussion was 
prief, however, and the notice to remove 

the injunction of secrecy prevailed. 

Senator Berry moved that the debate up- 
on the treaty should be conducted in open 
senate, but the motion went over until to- 
morrow. There were only casual remarks 
upon the policy of publicity, and these were 
generally favorable to the removal of the 
secrecy injunction from the treaty and as 
generally opposed to the opening of the 
doors of the senate for the debate upon the 
treaty. 

Senator Davis gave notice that he would 
ask for the earliest possible consideration, 
giving the impression that he would move 
to take up the treaty tomorrow.

disapproval of a possible relinquishment

Senator Bacon and Congressman Bartlett | 


Working for It. 


WILL PROBABLY SUCCEED 


Preparing Rolls for Mustering Out the 
Second Ohio Regiment. 


PLAN OF MUSTERING OUT NEGRO TROOPS 


Seems Satisfactory Both to Citizens 
and Soldiers—Epidemic of Grip in 
Macon—General News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga.,-January 11.—A strong effort is 
being made to secure another assignment 
of troops for Macon and those who have 
the matter in charge seem to think that 
there is a good reason why moore troops 
will be sent here. 

Senator Bacon was seen by a committee 
of influential men before he left for Wash- 
ington, and they requested of him to get 
more troops here if possible. It is under- 
gtood that he promised to do everything in 
his power, and since being in Washington 
he has been working hard on the matter. 

Congressman Bartiett was alsu seen and 
he is assisting Senator Bacon in the work. 
The remarkevle health record of the city 
has attracted the attention of all ofr the 
army officials throughout the country and 
the fact that exceilent camp sites apound 
around the city is another reason that is 
being urged on the war department. 

The troops that are at present in camp 
in the northern cities will have to undergu 
some very severe weather yet, cnd it is 
thought that tor this reason they might be 
gent to Macon. One of the party of gentie- 
men who saw Senator Bacon before he left 
here said that he had received assurances 
that Macon could get several other regi- 
ments of troops and that they would not 
i os long coming. 

At Work in Second Ohio Camp. 

The first sergeants and company clerks 
are having a hard time in the Second Uhio 
regiment. The duty has devolved upon 
them to make out the muster rolls of the 
companies and the job Will be a very hard 
one. They wil] have to make a record of 
everything that has been issued to the 
men and turn over the reports to the cap- 
tains. The mustering officers, Captain Fred- 
erick, Lieutenant Harper and Lieutenant 
Darragh are also having a hard time. They 
nre also in charge of mustering out the 
two negro regiments, Sixth Virginia and 
the Third North Carolina. The muster rolls 
are also being made in these camps. lt was 
rumored in the city today that General W. 
W. Gordon was making an effort to keep 
the men in the service. This is without 
foundation, however, and is stoutly denied 
at the headquarters. 

Plans Satisfactory. 

The plan of mustering out the negro 
troops seems to be very satisfactory with 
all of the citizens. It was thought when 
the plan was first announced that there 
would be some kicking, but so far none 
have been forthcoming. The negroes were 
informed of the plan yesterday. They say 
that they don’t care how they are muster- 
ed out, just so they get out. They are very 
uneasy at present for fear that the orders 
will be changed, but there is little probabil- 
ary of that. 

Epidemic of Grip. 

There is an epidemic of the grip in both 
the city and the army camps. The soldiers 
geem to be the worst sufferers, however, 
and the regimental and division hospitals 
are lifiled with patients, while a number of 
men are in their tents. Some of the cases 
have developed into pneumonia and as a 
result several of the negro soldiers have 
died. It is a remarkable fact, however, 
that only one white soldier has died since 
the troops have been stationed here and 
that was the trooper of the Seventh cav- 
alry who committed suicide on the morning 
of his arrival. There have been several 
negroes killed and three have died of pneu- 
monia and three from consumption. The 
grip seems to have a firm hold in’ the city 
and in some instances is baffling the doc- 
tors. 

Will Not Be Mustered Out. 

It has been rumored in the city that the 
Seventh and Tenth immune regiments 
would probably be mustered out. Such is 
not the case, however. A representative of 
The Constitution visited the headquarters 
this afternoon and received the assurances 
of the adjutant general that no such move 
was probable. General McKee said that 
there had been no request for the men to 
be mustered out and that they were likely 
to serve out their two years’ time. 

Departure of Troops. 

The remaining six troops of the Seventh 
cavairy now stationed {n Macon will leave 
here next Tuesday for Savannah, in the 
event that the transport Manitoba returns 
from Cub& by that time. The orders 
were received today. The Central railroad 
and the Georgia Southern and Florida will 
handle the trains. Four of them will go 
over the Central and two over the Georgia 
Southern. The remaining six troops are 


now in command of Major Godfrey, one of 


the officers who was with General Custer 
in the battle of Wounded Knee, The men 


are all anxious to leave for Havana. They 


say, however, that they regret to leave 


Macon, but that they want to seé come of 
Cuba. Since the regiment has been here 


several Macon boys have enlisted in the 
ranks, and will go with them to Havana. 


The ‘Macon men who enlisted say that 
they want to see Cuba and that they think 
the best way to do so.is to point the cav- 


alry. 
Attempted Hold-Up. 


A party of negro soldiers attempted to 
hold up Mr. C. .M. Grady, superintendent 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 


road, last night near Wesleyan college, 


but were foiled in the attempt. Mr. Grady

Slayer of Reed in Savannah Will Be 
Courtmartialed. 

Savannah, Ga., January 11.—(Special.)—

Reed, of the Second regular artillcry last 
night, is in confinement under guard.

The charge that Lieutenant Curry was

stoutly denied this. He said he saw Cur- 
ry right after the shooting, and that he 
is positive he was thoroughly sober then. 
He said the provost guard ‘thad been hav- 
ing a great deal of trouble lately with 
the regulars, and he thought Lieutenant 
Curry was in that particular section of 
the city in the discharge of his duty. He 
regretted very much, he said, to have to 
prefer charges against a fellow officer, 
this having been the first time since he 
has been in the army. Major Cohen’s 
Statement that Curry was not drunk after 
the shooting was supported by Coroner 
Goette, who asserts that Curry did not 
appear to have been drinking at all. 

There was no inquest, the matter having 
been left entirely with the military au- 
thorities. 

A Drunken Corporal. 


The Third Georgia soldiers who are on 
Provost duty are constantly getting into 
trouble, it appears. Today Corporal Fred 
Smith, of company M, on provost duty, 
while under the influence of liquor. cursed 
a butcher and broke in one of his doors.

A “HOLD UP” IN A JURY ROOM. 


Sensational Scene When a Counterfeit 
Dollar Was Missing. 

Savannah, Ga., January 11.—(Spvecial.)—An 
interesting and sensational episode of the 
grand jury room of the United States dis- 
trict court, now in session there, leaked 
out today. 

There was presented to the grand jury 
this merning, according to the story, for 
its consideration the case of Millard C. 
Smith, of Valdosta, charged with having 
in his possession and attempting to pass 
counterfeit silver dollars. As a part of the 
evidence in the case against Smith five sil- 
ver counterfeit dollars- were brougiht. in, 
and during the investigation before the 
grand jury they were placed upon the table 
around which the grand jurors gat. Some 
of the evidence nad been presented, when 
the district attorney thought it time to 
call attention to the counterfeit money 
itself. He was startled to find that instead 
of five silver counterfeit dollars which he 
had placed upon the table only four were 
to be found. 

A ‘search of the. room was made, but the 
missing semblance of the eagle was not 
discovered. The district attorney then sug- 
gested that every one in the room be 
searched, and all, himself included, were 
required to hold up their hands while the 
operation was gone through with. 

The startling result was that the missing 
counterfeit dollar was found in the pocket 
of one of the grand jurors. What followed 
then it is impossible to lear, but it is stat- 
ed upon good authority that every man in 
the room was solemnly sworn not to men- 
tion the incident again or allude to it in 
any way. : 

The district attorney when asked about 
the matter refused to talk, and would neith- 
er affirm nor deny the story. He simply 
said ‘he could not say anything about the 
matter. 

It is understood the juror in question was 
not from Savannah, but from one of the 
country courts. It is said that it was not 
the intention to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the court and whether any notice 
will be taken of it remains to be seen. It 
was impossible to ascertain the name of the 
grand juror who had the dollar,

that they would regard the 
They would ask the court to 
simply check the trial of the case and 
leave it open for future’ reass:gnment, 
which the court granted. 

About two years ago, while driving 
through the grounds of the Bon Air hotel, 
Mrs. Pettyjohn’s horses: were severelv 
shocked by a live wire on the ground, and 
Mrs. Pettyjohn was thrown out of the 
buggy and her leg broken. Suit was 
brought against the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company and the Augusta Elec- 
tric Light Company for $20,000 for the in- 
jury to Mrs. Pettyjohn. Shortly after the 
case was brought, the Western Union 
made a motion before Judge Eve to move 
the case to the United States court, on 
the ground that it was a case between 
residents of different states. Upon the 
hearing of the case, Judge Eve decided 
that it was a case against two parties, 
one of whom was a resident in the state, 
and, therefore, could not be removed,

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e 4 Muddying the Issues. 

In an editorial from Harper’s Weekly 
printed elsewhere wiil be found an ex- 
ample of how republican politicians are 
endeavoring to muddy the issue in the 
settlement of our affairs with Spain. 

On the one hand what might be called 
thé administration wing of the republic- 
an party is disposed to inject into the 
ratification of the peace treaty between 
the two coustries the idea that such 
ratification means the completion of a 
policy of expansion. According to this 
theory when the treaty shal] have been 
ratified, the Philippines as well as our 
West Indies holdings will become an in- 
tegral part of American territory so that 
its disposition will not be a subject for 
congressional action afterwards. The 
other wing of the republican party, head- 
ed by Senator Hoar, takes the other ex- 
treme and insists upon a rejection of the 
treaty in order to fight off any possible 
expansion and thus throw the settle- 
ment in our relations with Spain into 
chaos once more, Both wings of the 
party are equally wrong, and the adop- 
tion of either view would lead to end- 
less complication and trouble. 

It must be apparent to every reader 
that the democratic position announced 
by Mr. Bryan and to which The Consti- 
tution has frequently referred, carries 
with it far more of statesmanship and 
good sense than does either of the an- 
tagonistic positions to which republic- 
anism would commit us. The democratie 
party demanded that the power and the 
strength of the American republic should 
be made known in an hour when second 
rate powers of Kyrope were disposed to 
question it. Although the administra- 
tion was in the hands of the opposition 
party, the democrats gave to every war 
measure complete and faithful support, 
and that support it now promises to 
continue until the ratification of the 
peace treaty shall have ended the inci- 
dent, restored us to our norma! condi- 
tion of peace and thus enabled us to un- 
dertake carefully and conscientiously 
the settlement of the duties which the 
war has placed upon us. It is pre-emi- 
nently proper and statesmanlike that 
- Spain should be at once and forever re- 
moyed from consideration; that by a 
ratification of the treaty she should be 
formally dismissed from the controversy, 
and then we can undertake in our own 
Way the settlement of whatever question 
may present itself. 

‘When Harper’s Weekly calls for a good 
and stable government for the various 
countries which will for a time be linked 

with our own, it again meets with the 
approbation of The Constitution. Having 
-waged a war for the defense of human 
rights and for the propagation of the 


principles of human freedom, it becomes’ 


our duty to so treat the people of the 
disputed territory that they may be in- 
structed in the ways of representative 
government and placed upon their feet 
so as to be enabled to fulfill whatever 
duties come in their way, whether their 
future fate be under an independent flag 
or under some kind of connection which 
will recognize the controlling power of 
the United States. The colonial ser- 
vice as long as it lasts should be above 
suspicion and appointed purely with the 
view of maintaining the honor of our 
government as well as of advancing the 
interest of the people for whom it is in- 
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Mr. Peek’s Letter. 

Hon. W. L. Peek has written another 
fetter to The Constitution which wil] be 
found elsewhere. 

‘Of course, while everything to which 
_ Mr. Peek signs his name makes good 
reading, The Constitution cannot find 


wherein there is any ground for con- 
tention. 

Mr. Peek goes on to describe his ex~- 
cellent farming methods. He raises cot- 
ton on a large scale, but while doing 
so he takes care to fill his smokehouse 
and to have for winter use the choicest 
bacon and the juiciest hams which the 
Georgia hog can furnish. It may be 
taken for granted, from what he says, 
that he ig not one of those farmers who 
throw away such profit as does come 
to him from cotton by rushing to town 
and investing in western pork and 
corn. 

For ten days past The Constitution 
has been trying to arouse the people 
to an imitation of fhig excellent example 
set to them by Mr. Peek. They have 
been planting cofton, investing all their 
labor therein for the bread and meat 
which was necessary for their existence. 
The cotton they grew, whether it was 
worth 1 cent or 10 cents a pound, was 
tied up in town to pay for advances in 
breadstuffs and provisions from the west. 
Such a policy would be sure to destroy 
the large or small profit, as the case 
might be, of any crop which the south 
might raise. Therefore, independently 
of financial legislation, independently of 
commercial combinations, The Consti- 
tution called upon the people of Geor- 
gia to raise their home supplies, satis- 
fied that even then their profits would 
be small enough, without throwing them 
away in favor of the west. 

That ‘Mr. Peek, in his personal farm- 
ing, had anticipated The Constitution’s 
advice is a matter of extreme satisfac- 
tion, and shows that that advice was 
not far from right. Of course, it is un- 
necessary at this point to follow the po- 
litical point of Mr. Peek’s letter to any 
great extent. Mr. Peek knows very 
well that the democratic administration 
against which he brings his charges was 
the very one which met with repudiation 
at the hands of the Chicago convention, 
and that among the most bitter oppo- 
nents of the Chicago platform and its 
candidate, Mr. Bryan, were the very 
men who were at the head and front 
of that administration. It may be very 
good politics, but it is unfair, 49 charge 
up the deeds of that administration 
agdinst the action of the organized de- 
mocraty of 1896, which stood pledged 
head and front to the entire policy of 
financial reform for which Mr. Peek 
pleads. ; 

Mr. Peek is also aware that even were 
the conditions ffavorable there is no 
power on earth to make them available 
before the coming crop shall have been 
planted, gathered, marketed and dis- 
tributed to the uttermost parts of the 
earth. During this year, in which 
financial reform is impossible, during 
which under the operation of the gold 
standard prices will continue miserably 
inadequate, there is work to be done 
which will be completed, and the ques- 
tion is, shall we stand idle until it is 
possible for the people to act two years 
hence, or shall we do the best we can in 
the diversifving of our crops in the 
meantime so as to bring about the best 
results? That is all very vivid, and 
there need be no circumlocution about it. 

The farmers in the field stand ready to 
plant cotton and corn. The Constitu- 
tion calls upon them to plant~énough 
corn to save them from the mi@dlq man 
next November. Mr. Peek h already 
acted on this identical line, afd surely 
he will not object to other farmers doing 
the same thing. 

While on this subject, The Constitu- 
tion would commend the highly excel- 
lent views presented in the letter of ex- 
Governor W. J. Northen. In that let- 
ter are given the names of the men who 
have discovered the advantages of Geor- 
gia, and who are at work for the purpose 
of developing the state. Various open- 
ings are pointed out, and farmers are 
urged to look about them and measure 
their capabilities so as to make the 
most out of the conditions in which they 
are placed. This letter contains a vol- 
ume of good advice for the farmers of 
Georgia which, it is to be hoped, they 
will profit by. 
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As to Cotton Acreage. 
The following letter has been received 
from Mr. J. IN, Hale, of Conyers: 


Editor Constitution—If you could get 
every cotton grower in the world in one 
convention and satisfy every one of them 
beyond any doubt that the crop would be 
cut down 50 per cent, the crop of 1899 would 
reach 30,000,000 of bales for the entire cot- 
ton producing area; convince that Amer- 
ica will produce 12,000,000 of bales and 
you will see more grain and meat and 
less cotton than in twenty years. 

Farmers, like every other class, are 
selfish and do at all times what they con- 
sider their best interest. If you do not 
want America to raise 20,000,000 of bales 
this year, stop talking about a reduced 
acreage and a small crop.

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Mr. Peek’s Letter a Mistake. 
From The Rome, Ga., Hustler-Commercial. 

Mr. W. L. Peek, of prominent populistic 
notoriety in Georgia, in The Atlanta Con- 
stitution of yesterday, says “there is not 
now, nor never has been an overproduction 
of cotton, wheat, corn or meat; all such 
doctrine is contrary to the laws of God 
and his mortal family.” 

The intention of Mr. Peek’s article evi- 
dently was, not to suggest a remedy for the 
present business embarrassment, but to 
defend certain peculiar views which that 
gentleman entertains on the financial ques- 
tion. That there has_never been an over- 
production in wheat, corm and meat may 
be true, especially as with reference to this 
section of the country, but it is not true 
that there has never been an overproduc- 
tion of cotton. 

Mr. Peek no doubt imagines that he made 
an argument, in this we feel sure that 
every man who reads it will agree with us 
in the statement that it was not an argu- 
ment at all, but a string of common place 
platitudes, the effect of which, if it pro- 
duces any effect at all, will be to encourage 
the farmers of the state to commit the 
great folly of planting another large cotton 
crop. Mr. Peek no doubt intended to make 
an aigument, what he did make was a 
mistake. And we say this for the reason 
that the entire press of the country with a 
unanimity and an earnestness which cannot 
be questioned, has insisted that our farmers 
refrain from planting heavy cotton crops 
this year. The reasons they have given 
have been backed so strongly by facts that 
the farmers were influenced by them, which 
fact is shown by the large area sown and 
being sown in wheat. From our way of 
looking at the matter, the man who by ad 
captandum statements would stand in the 
way of this needed reform, and lend his 
influence to counteract it, is laboring under 
a strong delusion, or is moved to reckless- 
ness of speech by personal ambition of some 
sort. In either event, he is not a safe and 
wise counselor, and his advice should be 
promptly disregardea. 
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Why Not Grow More Corn? 
From The Newnan, Ga., Messenger. 

The report of the agricultural depart- 
ment shows that Georgia was the only 
southern state that did not show an in- 
crease in her corn crop last year. What is 
the matter with Georgia’s hog and hominy 
campaign. Although the south grew a tre- 
mendous cotton crop it is shown there was 
at the same time a large increase in corn. 
The yield was 566,721,000 bushels against 
449,538,000 the previous year, an increase of 
117,188,000, in which increase, however, Geor- 
gia had no part. Arkansas showed an in- 
crease of ~ighteen million bushels or 58 per 
cent over the year before, and Texas an 
increase of thirty-three million bushels or 
46 per cent. The south was the only section 
that did show an increase in corn produc- 
tion last year, but there is still room for 
considerable increase in this section, for 
though our population has more than dou- 
bled since 1860, we produced last year less 
than 33,000,000 bushels more corn than fhe 
south produced forty years ago. There is 
a big effort being made in the interest of 
wheat growing in Georgia and it will be 
well for our farmers at the same time to 


plant more corn.

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| THE TREATY OF PEACE. 


From Harper’s Weekly. 

There is likely to be no serious opposi- 
tion to its ratification when the treaty of 
Paris comes before the sengte for consider- 
ation. There has always been, however, a 
sufficient number of senators to defeat the 
treaty who, in one way or another, in public 
or in private, have expressed themselves 
as opposed to expansion. 


The expansionists are encouraging the 
belief that congress may surrender the 
Philippines to the people of the islands or 
to some other power, notwithstanding the 
cession of them to this country Dy 
terms of the treaty. 
of the terms of the treaty as they have 
been published in the newspapers, the treaty 
itself not having yet been made pubiic. 
The democrats, believing that the country 
wants peace and that opposition to the 
treaty would be-unpopular, are professing 
to intend to ratify the treaty, with the idea 
of undoing it hereafter, so far as the Phil- 
ippines are concerned, by a subsequent 
declaration by congress against expan- 
sion, and, we assume, by giving over the 
archipelago to some other government than 
our own, although no plan has yet been pro- 
pused éxcept by Senator Hoar. 


The intention to permit the treaty to be 
ratified without opposition is, in effect, a 
complete surrender, and the talk about 
parting with these islands afterwards is 
either the airiest of visions or else the windi- 
est of demagogy. Mr. Frye’s remark is 
doubtless true, that the Philippines once 
acquired, “this country will not consent 
to their abandonment.” It is impossible to 
understand a mind which hopes that the 
country will give up territory, in view of the 
undoubted effect which has been produced 
by the utterly absurd outcry against haul- 
ing down the flag where it has once been 
raised, 
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The expansionists are right in anticipating 
a@ triumph with the ratification of their 
treaty. After that is accomplished, the 
annexation of the Philippines is un fait ac- 
compli, and the voters of the United 
States are not given to unthroning the es- 
tablished thing.

There are Many ways in which time may 
be better spent than in speech-making and 
resolution-offering over ‘the abstract or 
general question of expansion. As to the 
islands, we shalj have a duty when they 
are really ours which we cannot have until 
then, no matter what the expansionists 
have said to the contrary. We must pro- 
vide a good and stable government for 
them. We must send to govern them the 
best administrative officers we can find, 
men such as General Wood has shown him- 
self to be a, Santiago, and as General Lud- 
low is likely to prove at Havana. We 
cannot send such men as our presidents 
have been wont to appoint as 
of territories, nor can we every four years 
replace with new and untried men those 
who have gained experience and. what is 
of the most importance, the confidence of 
the natives. We must have a colonial ser- 
vice, and the colonia] governor must not 
only be a wise and judicious man, but he 
must not be hampered by congress, or by 
politicians with a pull. He must have a 
wide discretion, something that harmonizes 
much better with arbitrary than with demo- 
Cratic power, because it is more essential 
to a power that governs than to a s?°r- 
vant of a self-governing people. His sub- 
ordinates must be trained members of an 
est&abiished service, and absolutely protect- 
ed against the wiles and whims of politi- 
cians, These last must learn that they can- 
not extend their spoils system to the colo- 
nies, because, while we can stand the eccen- 
tricities of the heeler in office at home, 
Subject races need something better, and 
foreign powers are likely to resent what 
we tolerate. In a word, spoils politics in 
distant lands. and on what we call touchy 
frontiers, simply add to the dangers of 
war which will be present for years to 
come in the part of the world in which we 
are expanding. ; 

It is to tasks such as this that congress

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JOHNSON ARRIVES 
WITH AN OFFICER 


4 Crowd Was at the Union Depot .To 
Witness His Reture. 


HE EMPLOYS AN ATTORNEY 


Col. W. T. Moyers, Who Will Defend 
Him, Says He Is Not Guilty. 


SPENT LAST WIGHT IN THE TOWER 


Bail Will Be Given Today and Johnson 
Will Be Released from Custody 
of Officers. 


C. P. Johnson, accompanief by Deputy 
Sheriff Shropshire, arrived in the city from 
New York yesterday afternoon at 3:55. 
They alighted from the train and went to 
W. T. Moyers’s law office. A large crowd 
Was at the union depot to get a glimpse 
of Johnson. The deputy sheriff and pris- 
oner avoided the crowd, however, as much 
as possible. They left from the opposite 
side of the train and walking out the side 
of the depot started down Pryor street. 

A large number of persons, some of them 
Johnson's friends, whom he had known 
while he lived in this city, followed him 
along the street for a short distance, but 
none of them were able to speak to him, 

Johnson seemed anxious to avoid all 
salutations, and walked rapidly after he 
once left the train. Deputy Sheriff Shrop- 
shire was immediately behind him. 

“The trip’ from New York was a very 
pleasant one,”’ said Mr. Shepard Bryan, 
who returned with Mr. Shropshire and 
Johnson, “The time I spent in New York 
I was so busy I had little time for any- 
thing else. All the officers of the court 
and the detective department did all they 
could to assist me and extended me every 
courtesy. I was very much pleased with 
their system of doing work. Johnson did 
not seem disposed to give me any trouble.” 

Further than this, Mr. Bryan refused to 
be quoted. He said that owing to the trial 
that will probably take place next week, 
he did not care to talk. The story of the 
way in which the bonds were traced be- 
fore they came to light is a very interest- 
ing one. 

How the Bonds Were Found. 

Two weeks ago the law firm of Arnold 
& Arnold, of this city, representing County 
Administrator Banks, received a letter 
from John L. Dickey, of Augusta, saying 
that he had in his possession three Geor- 
gia state bonds, the numbers of which 
corresponded with the numbers of the mis- 
sing bonds, which were a part of the es- 
tate of the late Mr. McCauley. Mr. Dickey 
wrote that he had purchased the bonds 
from Broker Dutenhoper, of New York. 

As soon as this communication. was re- 
ceived, Mr. Shepard BryAn was sent to 
New York to trace the bonds and find out 
how they came into the hands of Duten- 
hoper. It was known that Johnson went 
to New York about December 18th, of last 
year; that he had sold out his saloon on 
Alabama street, in this city, and had 
started another on the Bowery. Mr. Bryan 
reached New York about a week ago. He 


immediately commenced his search for the 


missing bonds. He went to Broker Duten- 
hoper, who told him that he bought the 
bonds from Boody, McClelland & Com- 
pany, and asked them where they got the 
bonds. The latter sald they had bought 
three Georgia state bonds, of the numbers 
mentioned by Bryan, from S. Barstow, a 
wholesale liquor dealer, who represented 
Ellison & Harvey, brokers in stocks and 
bonds. 

Bryan went to Barstow and to Filison & 
Harvey, who stated that they had bought 
the bonds from Johnson only a short time 
before, Johnson, when he sold the three 
bonds, told Ellison & Harvey that he could 
let them have four more. 

The price paid for the three bonds was 
1.16. Johnson told Ellison & Harvey that 
he would sell the other bonds at 1.17. The 
bonds are said to be worth 1.20. 

Johnson Is Arrested. 

As soon as Bryan learned that Johnson 
had sold the bonds he felt secure in his 
proof and he hunted for Johnson. In a 
short time the latter was located in his 
now famous saloon, on the Bowery, and 
Bryan paid him a visit which it is said 
was not a pleasant one for Johnson. John- 
son, at this time, admitted that he had the 
bonds and that McCauley gave them to 
him. 

At the instance of Mr. Bryan, Johnson 
was arrested on Friday afternoon. He 
employed a lawyer named Delehanty,~and 
a habeas corpus was taken out on the 


—— 


ground that Johnson could not be arrested 
in New York without a warrant being sworn 
out in that state. The hearing was before 
Judge Giegerich, of the supreme court, and 
he refused to grant the habeas corpus or 
to recognize the grounds upon which it 
was based. 

Deputy Sheriff Shropshire went after 
Johnson last Saturday afternoon. He ar- 
rived in New York the next morning and 
after a short time spent there, went to 
Albany on Monday, where the requisition 
papers from Governor Candler were signed 
by Governor Roosevelt. Shropshire returned 
and showed his authority to the police of 
New York, who delivered Johnson to him 
Tuesday afternoon, about 2 o'clock. 

What Johnson’s Attorney Says. 

When. Johnson arrived in this city he 
was permitted to seek an attorney at once, 
and he was, at his request, taken to the 
office of Colonel William T. Moyers. He 
remained there for two hours and was 
then taken to the Tower. 

Johnson, acting under the advice of his 
attorney, declined to make any statement 
for publicaiton last night. He referred the 
reporter of The Constitution to Colonel 
Moyers. 

The attorney said he was wilting to talk 
freely about the case. 

“You can say, in the first plare,” said 
Colonel Moyers, “‘that Mr. Johnson will be 
out of jail today. Last night, as he was 
tired from his trip, he decided to make no 
attempt to give bond and was advised by 
counsel to remain in the Tower and get a 
good night’s rest. I have not made a full 
investigation of the case, as yet. I: took 
Mr. Johnson’s statement and wired to New 
York for verifications. I am satisfied that 
Mr. Johnson has done nothing criminal and 
he will be glad to meet any criminal pro- 
ceedings which might be instituted. If Mr. 
Johnson has anything belonging to any 
one else he will readily turn it over to the 
owners, and , furthemore, I will see that 
he does so.”’ 

Colonel Moyers was asked if Mr. John- 
son ever had the bonds and if he will ad- 
mit that he had them. To this question the 
colonel replied: | 

“As I have stated, Mr. 
nothing but what belongs to him.” 

“Will Mr. Johnson claim that the bonds 
were his property?’’ was asked the at- 
torney. 

“Such a question can be more properly 
answered in the court, and the answer will 
be given when the time comes for the 
court to hear it,’’ was the reply. id 

“What about, the charge of perjury?’ 
was asked. 

“That perjury charge is one of those 
amusing emanations from a damage suit 
lawyer's office.”’ 

“What about the charge of the order 
being a forgery, which was given to the 
bank for the bonds?” 

“That can be best answered by Mr. Paul 
Romare, the vice president of the Atlanta 
National Bank,”’ replied Colonel Moyers. 

Colonel Moyers laughed when he refer- 
red to the articles which have appeared in 
some of the papers about the Johnson 
case, saying: 

“Those articles must have been inspired 
by an imaginative young lawyer, who was 
sent to New York to do the detective work 
by a firm of Atlanta lawyers, who have 
been undertaking to recover these bonds 
from Mr. Johnson. Mr. Johnson is under 
bond in a civil suit and he will be able and 
willing to meet that suit, and alsd all 
criminal proceedings whi@h may be insti- 
tuted against him.”’ 

As Colonel Moyers Will be engaged in the 
superior court this morning, it will be some 
time after 2 o’clock this afternoon when 
the first steps will be taken to secure 
Johnson’s release on bond.

OTHER WITNESSES TO TESTIFY 


Messrs. Sanders, Kirkpatrick and 


Hif¥htower To Be Examined. 


THIRD APPRAISER TO BE APPOINTED 


the Law Requires That He Be Named 
\ by Next Saturday—Developments 
V Are Expected Today. 


The taking of the Perking evidence in 
the street railway fight is scheduled. to 
occur today. The hearing will take place 
in the offices of Parry & McCord, in Tem- 
Rie Court, before Commissioner McCord, 
at 10 o’clock this morning. 

Mr. Perkins, who filed the injunction 
Suit against the Atlanta railway on the 
ground that the new extensions and im- 
provements contemplated by that company 
would injure his stocks and bonds, will be 
questioned concerning hig interest and the 
circumstances of the ownership of the ten 
shares of Atlanta railway stock recently 
placed to his credit. 

An effort will be made to prove that the 
stock had never been issued to Perkins 
when he swore to the bill for injunction 
recently filed before Judge Candler. Mr. 
Perkins will also be questioned concern- 
ing the transaction in which Mr. J. C. 
Kirkpatrick, R. J. Lowry and others took 
part. The attorneys for the Atlanta rail- 
way will attempt to establish by Perkins’s 
evidence, this morning, that in filing the 
bill for injunction he was acting merely 
as the tool of the competitor of this com- 
pany for the purpose of injuring if possi- 
ble its financial arrangements and pre- 
venting the building of its proposed ex- 
tensions. 

Other Witnesses Will Testify. 

The attorneys for the Atlanta railway 
have also summoned T. J. Hightower, J. 
C. Kirkpatrick, W. C. Sanders and Joel 
Hurt to testify at this hearing. They will 
also be asked to throw some light on the 
recent transfer of the Roebling Atlanta 
railway stock, part of which is now in the 
name of Perkins, Hightower, Rich and 
others. If the necessary facts are devel- 
oped from one or two of the witnesses it 
la probable all of them will not be put on 
the stand. 

Charles T. Hopkins, attorney for Per. 
kins, will also have some witnesses to hear 
from. He has summoned Messrs. Jack 
Spalding and Vice President Haas, of the 
Atlanta Railway Company, to appear and 
testify as to the recent financial arrange- 
ments of the Atlanta Railway Company 
in Baltimore, and the alleged formation of 
the Atlanta City Street Railway Company. 

The hearing will likely consume the 
greater part of the day, and this will prob- 
ably be a decided turning point in the hot 
war that is now being waged between the 
two street car companies. 

To Appoint Another Appraiser.

No steps in this direction have as yet 
been taken. It is probable though the 
third appraiser will be appointed today or 
tomorrow. After the appointment is made 
no further steps will be taken until the liti- 
gation, now pending before Judge Candler, 
concerning the condemnatien of the tracks, 
is concluded.

DECISION WILL BE FINAL 


(Major Taylor Ordered a Prisoner Before 
a Summary Court. 


MAJGR CHANCE THINKS THIS IS ILLEGAL 


Although the Two Officers Disagree 
-Concerning This Point, Their Re- 
lations Continue Friendly. 


The question as to whether or not Major 
Blair D. Taylor, chief surgeon of tne Fort 
McPherson hospitaij, has the right to or 
der a soldier before a summary court has 
been referred for decision to Brigadier 
General Pennington, commarding the de- 
partment cof the gulf. The difference of 
opinion on the question exists between 
Major Teylor and Major J. C. Chance, of 
the F’fth infantry, although both officers 
announce that the feeling exists 
between them. 

They say they have high personal regard 
for each other and the differencs of opin- 
jon on the questions of ethics has not 
been allowed to mar this friendship. Ma- 
jor Chance, who commander of Fort 
McPherson, maintains that soldiers may 
be arrested only upon his order, and if 
they are tried before a summary court, 
the court must be created by him. This, 
he maintains, is due fim commander 
of the post. 

Major Taylor bases his side of the case 
upon the fact that the hospitals form an 
entirely distinct and separate department 
in military affairs. Acting upon this he 
thas had his own summary court and has 
been trying prisoners, it is said. It was 
deemed unwise by both oflicers to have 
two courts at the post, and they agreed to 
refer the matter to General Pennington 
and abide by his decision. There was no 
quarrel, it is said, between the two of- 
ficers. 

The case of Edward F. O'Grady, of the 
Two Hundred and Second New York vol- 
unteer infantry, precipitated the differ- 
ence of opinion. Grady was a hospital pa- 
tient and after getting drunk, abused Paul 
Bond, a private in the hospital corps, to 
such an extent that the latter reported 
the matter, arfd O'Grady was sent to the 
guardhouse,. 

Last ‘Thursday, dharges having been 
signed, Major Taylor sent to the guard- 
house for O'Grady to take him before a 
summary court. Under instructions from 
Major Chance, the guardhouse officer re- 
fused to deliver the prisoner, en the 
ground that the must go before the regu- 
lar court.

The members of the finance committee 
were under the impression that the elec- 
tion of a successor to Mr. Collier was a 
rnatter that lay in the province of their 
committee, but when it was proposed to

The election was abandoned by the com- 


mittee for the time being, and on motion 
was referred to the city attorney for set- 
tlement.

‘Selma, Ala., January 11.—(Special.)—A 
large force of men will begin work tomor- 
TOW morning at Pine Apple, completing.

Prominent Citizens Te Press'the Federal 


DELBGATION LEAVES | 


Building Appropriatien. 


A NEW BUILDING PROBABLE 


Livingston and Other Congressmen 
Will Aid Delegation. 


CAPTAIN E. P. HOWELL 10 CO-OPERATE 


Delegation Will Go Before Committee 
on Buildings and Grounds Tomor- 
row Morning with Figures. 


— | 


A large delegation of prominent Atlan- 
tians, representing the city chamber of 
cemmerce, left the city last night at 11:50 
o’clock for Washington in response to the 
telegram received from Congressman Liv- 
ingston asking for a delegation to be pres- 
ent and urge an appropriation for the fed- 
eral building. 

The telegram from Congressman Living- 
ston stated that the bill for the appropria- 
tion for the federal building in this city 
would come wp in the meeting of the build- 
ing and grounds committee of congress Fri- 
day, and he thougiht it would be best to 
have a delegation of citizens in Washing- 
ton at the time to urge the recommenda- 
tion of the bill in person. 

President T. B. Neal of the chamber of 
commerce, at once took up the matter and 
succeeded in getting several members of 
the chamber to go to the capital in response 
to Colonel Livingston’s request. The fol- 
lowing committee was appointed by Pres- 
ident Neal yesterday morning: 

Mr. Hoke Smith, Colonel R. J. Lowry, 
Captain J. W. ‘English, United States 
Marshal Walter H. Johnson, Colonel J. T. 
Glenn, Dr. J. D. Turner, Mr. -E. P. Black, 
Judge William T. Newman, ex-Governor 
R. B. Bullock, Colonel W. A. Hemphill, 
Mayor James G. Woodward, Dr. R. D. 
Spalding, Mr. Joel Hurt, Mr. George W. 
Smith, Mr. Clark Howell, Jr., Major W. H. 
Smythe, Colonel H. B. Tompkins, Judge 
George Hillyer, Captain E. P. Howell, Mr. 
’ H. Martin and Mr. George W. Parrott. 


It was decided to leave for Washington 
at the earliest possible moment, and with 
few exceptions, the foregoing committee 
left the city last night at 11:50 o’clock. Ar- 
riving at the capital, the delegation will 
be met by the-Georgla congressmen and 
senators and the delegation will go before 
the committee on buildings and grounds 
Friday morning, an engagement . having 
been made for the delegation by Colonel 
Livingston. 

Delegation To Present Facts. 

The visit of the Atlanta delegation to 
Washington was arranged in order to bring 
as large an appropriation fa the federal 
building as possible, and to this end statis- 
tics will be presented to the committee of 
congress showing the absolute need for 
considerable improvement in the present 
federal building or the erection of an en- 
tirely new structure. 

In order to show the needs for a large 


appropriation, President Neal hag had an 


investigation conducted into the different 
Sa aeienae of the United States building 
and a:large amount of statistics and data 
have been collected by Mr. T,. H. Martin, 
who has consented to conduct the inves- 
tigation. 

The flgures collected through the aésist- 
ance of Postmaster Smythe and which were 
taken by the delegation to Washington last 
evening show the great increase in the busl- 
ness transacted in the United States build- 
ing and go far toward showing the con- 
gressional committee the imperative need 
of extended improvement in the present 
building, or if possible, the erection of a 
new federal building. 

In case the appropriation of congress is 
sufficient for the purpose of putting up an 
entirely new building, the city government 
will be presented with the opportunity of 
finding a new home in the present build- 
ing at the corner of Marietta and Forsyth 
streets. This plan for the satisfactory dis- 
posal of the present United States building 
has met with much favor and there is every 
probability that the city council will be 
called on in the near future to consider 
the advisability of moving the city hall to 
the federal building. 

Capt. Howell Confers with Committee. 

In Washington the Atlanta delegation will 
be met by Captain E. P. Howell, who will 
co-operate with the members of ‘he party 
and assist them as far as possible with 
the committee on buildings and grounds. 
Captain Howell is at the capital at the pres- 
ent time as a member of the war investiga- 
tion board and his influence, it is believed, 
will be of material aid to the delegation. 

Only a few of the prominent Atlantians 
appointed by President Neal could not go 
with the party last night and several of 
those who were detained by a press of bus- 
iness were at the train to express regret 
at their inability to accompany the party. 

Mr. Hoke Smith, whose presence was 
desired by the committee, stated that his 
buisness was such ds this time that he 
could not leave and regretted that it was 
necessary to forego the pleasure of being 
with the delegation in Washington. 

it is believed that~the presence of the 
different heads of the departments in the 
United States building who went with the 
delegation will have much weight in obtain- 
ing a favorable report from the committee 
on buildings and grounds. 


Argument To Be Presented. 


argument, prepared in pamphlet form, to 
the committee tomorrow: 

“To the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds—Gentlemen: The following 
argument is offered by the Atlanta cham- 
ber of commerce in support of house bill 
No. 1652 for the erection of a public build- 
ing at Atlanta, Ga.:

SHORT STORIES FROM _ 
CITY HALL.CORNERS 


The next meeting of the city wafer board 
next Wednesday afternoon will be one of 
the most important in the history of the 
board, and will bring on a hard fight be- 
tween the two factions composing the 
body 

The amendments to the rples of the board 
proposed at the last meeti by Mr. How- 
ell Erwin, the principal ones of which 
contemplate extending the terms of the 
superintendent and secretary of the board 
to three years, will come up for considera- 
tion. 

The terms of these two important officers 
are at present only one year, but it was 
thought that better service could be given 
the city should the terms of office be 
lengthened. Tire amendments were pre- 
sented at the last meeting, and according 
to the rules, laid aside ‘for two weeks to 
be considered by the members. 

Serious opposition to the proposed change 
has arisen in the water board, it being 
openly claimed by some that the amend- 
ments were proposed in order to perpetu- 
ate certain men in office. 

Judge Hillyer, in speaking of the change, 
Stated yesterday that, in his opinion, the 
city could not get two ‘better ‘servants 
than the present secretary and superin- 
tendent of the water board, but that he 
was ‘strongly opposed to the proposdéd 
change. He said: 

“If the amendments were to go into 
effect, every third mayor and council would 
have no voice in the election of the super- 
intendent and secretary of the board. It 
would practically take the two offices out 
of the influence of the people, who should 
have a voice through their representatives 
in the election.’’ 


At a meeting of the bridge committee of 
the city council held at the city hall yes- 
terday morning, the committee recommend- 
ed to council the acceptance of the bid of 
the Warren-Sharf Company for paving the 
Mitchell street viaduct with asphalt. 

The meeting of the bridge committee 
w2s a harmonious one in every respect, 
and the opposition to the proposed asphalt 
pavement that came up at a former meet- 
ing of the committee, did not materialize 
yesterday. The members who had advo- 
cated another pavement for the viaduct 
agreed that the bid of the Warren-Sharf 
Company for asphalt was the best that 
had been presented, and the bid was unani- 
mously accepted by the committee. 

The bid of the company to which the 
contract was given called for the roadway 
over the viaduct to be put down in asphalt 
at $2.48 per square yard and the sidewalks 
on either. side to be paved in lighter ma- 
terial at a cost of $1.44 per square yard. 

The agent of the company appeared be- 
fore the committee with the proposition 
that it was considered best by the firm not 
to pave all the spans of the viaduct with 
the asphalt until it was known that the 
6 per cent grade, which will have to be 


encountered on the last span at the west 
end of the viaduct, could be successfully 
laid with the material. This leaves five 
spans of the bridge to be laid in asphalt 


at once. 


In regard to the walks, the committee 
was of the opinion that the steep grade 
would not interfere With the pedestrians 
in ease the walks were laid in asphalt, but 
it is thought that some other material 
will have to be used th laying the last 
span of the roadway. 

The agent of the company stated that 
asphalt was in use in other cities on steep- 
er grades than the one at the west end of 
the viaduct, but he thought it would be 
best for the bridge committee to taKe ac- 
tion with regard to paving the last span 
until the matter could be looked inte more 
fully. 

It fs believed that the work of paving 
will be started as soon as the iron work 
on the viaduct has been completed. 


The cammittee was at first at a loss to 
know where the funds with which to pave 
the bridge were to come from, but the city 
engineer at the meeting yesterday assured 
the members that more than enough would 
be left over from the annual appropriation 
to complete the work. 

The question of painting the viaduct was 
also brought up at the meeting yesterday, 
but no action was taken as the committee 
desires to receive further bids before al- 
lotting the contract, 

A meeting of the executive committee of 
the water board was called at the city 
hall yesterday afternoon to consider with 
the city attorney the suit of the ‘city 
against the Anniston Pipe Works. After 
investigating the claims of Mr. McClure, 
of Chattamooga; who offered the city 
abundant testimony against the pipe trust, 
of which the Anniston P Works was a 
member, the city attorney advised the 
water board to bring suit/ against the An- 
niston company. ‘The grigin of the pro- 
posed suit has been given in The Constitu- 
tion. The city attorney is of the opinon 
that the pipe company is still liable to 
the city in a court of equity in case the 
suit is not barred in the near future by the 
statute of limtations. It is thought that 
through the evidence of McClure, it can 
be established that the Anniston Pipe 
Works, to which a contract for laying 
pipes was given by the city, was connect- 
ed with a trust, the object’ of which was 
to divide between the companies compos- 
ing it, the profits made out of the city.

Lack of Storage Room. 

“One of the mos® serious results of this 
overcrowding is manifest in the deplorable 
lack of storage room for court records and 
other valuable papers, The court records 
have so dutgfown the space originally pro- 
vided that these valuable documents are 
now being stacked in one of the court- 
rooms. The records of the district attor- 
ney’s office, the marshal’s office and those 
of the internal revenue department are be- 
ing stored in a like manner. Indeed, all 
the records and valuable papers of the 
various officials are without adequate and 
safe storage, the small vaults provided 
for this purpose having long ago proven 
insufficient. 

‘The ground floor of the building is en- 
tirely occupied by the postoffice. Every 
particle of available space is taken up, and 
yet, so great are the requirements, that 
the men employed are in each other’s way. 
The different rooms and apartments are 
so crowded with tables and fixtures, neces- 
sary for the prosecution of the work in 
hand, that it is impossible for the em- 
ployees to pass from desk to desk without 
elbowing each other; it being very often 
necessary for a clerk to stop his work 
and stand aside to let a fellow employee 
pass through the narrow passage in which 
he ts working. 

“The conditions existing in the postoffice 
and the imperative need of additional space 
have been thoroughly explained by the 
postmaster in a recent report to the su- 
pervising architect at Washington, and the 
following extract from the report supplies 
convincing evidence that Atlanta has long 
ago outgrow the facilities at hand for the 
conduct of her postal business: 

The report in question was made in re- 
sponse to an inquiry from the supervising 
architect requesting information under 
three specific heads, viz., receipts of the 
Atlanta postoffice ten years ago, receipts 
for the last fiscal year, and the probable 
receipts, based upOn a conservative esti- 
mate, ten years hence.

the latter having been placed in the hands 
of a receiver over a year ago, was closed 
yesterday. A consent verdict was reached 
by the attorneys in the case, and Judge 
Candler signed the judgment yesterday 
morning. 

The amount involved in the settlement 
of the affairs of the company comes to 
several hundred thousand dollars. When 
the company was first organized it was 
one of the objects of the directors to buy 
the Okeefenokee Swamp, which they did, 
and to drain it and make it a serviceable 
tract of land of immense proportions. The 
Suwanee Canal Company was 4 part of the 
company, and it is said that one of the 
objects of ghe promoters of this company 
was to build a long canal, making an in- 
land water route that would prove a splen- 

i stment. 
ks camel was thoroughly organized 
and preliminaries .were arranged. Some 
work was done. It was not long, however, 
before the affairs of the company became 
involved. They were £0 badly mixed that 
a receiver was finaily asked for. Mr. Joel 
Hurt, of this city, was appointed, and he 
began to settle the affairs of the company 
and to wind up the assets to the best 
interests of the creditors. 

So extensive were the operations of the 
company that a long time has been re- 
quired to get the assets and liabilities suf- 
ficiently in shape to ask the court for di- 
rection. Judge Candler heard some of the 
argument in the case Tuesday afterrfoon, 
and the hearing was resumed yesterday 


morning. 


An agreement was reached among the 
attorneys before the matter had progressed 
far and the verdict as agreed to was pre- 
sentea to the court. The creditors of the 
concern were given judgments for small 
amounts, There were a number of judg- 
ments, some large, but the greater num- 
ber were less than $1,000. 

The late General Henry Jackson, of Sa- 
vannah, was one of the largest stockhold- 
ers in the company, and Mr. Pope Barrow, 
who is administrator of his estate, repre- 
sented the heirs in the litigation. The ver- 
dict allowed Mr. Barrow to receive $20,000 
as the first payment on the stock held by 
the Jackson estate. 

The court decided that the extensive 
properties of the concern should be sold 
before the door of the courthouse of Fulton 
county on the first Tuesday in March. This 
sale will. be a very important one. The 
purchaser will have ta give a certified 


check for $20,000 upon the sale of the prop- 


erty. 

The fees of the lawyers in the case were 
quite large. Messrs. King &’ Anderson were 
given a fee of $5,000 and Mr. Hoke Smith 
received the same amount. There were a 
number of other firms represented. These 
fees were allowed at the special request 
of the parties to the litigation. Judge Can- 
dler, when the petition was presented to 
him, added in his own: handwriting at the 
bottom that the fees for the attorneys 
were given at the request of the litigants.

‘ROAD RECORD WILL BE KEPT 


Cendition of Roads Will Be Known by 
Reference to Book.

Beginning with the first of this year a 
complete record of all roads in Fulton 
county will be kept. A system of this kind 
has long Leen needed. Clerk Kontz, of the 
bdard of county commissioners, has often 
Suggested to the board the necessity of 
such a record, but action on the matter 
of providing for the means therefor was 
postponed until a few months ago, when 
the board authorized Mr. Kontz to have a 
book made in which to keep the record of 
the roads. 

The order for the book was given an@ 
it was received from the printer yesterday 
morning. The book will be compiled at 
once and every public road in the county 
will be placed upon it. Blank places are 
left on each page for the name of the road, 
a description of it, its length, width, class, 
condition, location and other necessary 
data regarding the thoroughfare. 

Heretofore there has Leen no record kept 
of the county’s roads and fit is said with 
many of the roads in the eounty it is not 
Known whether they are publie thorough- 
fares or not. For this reason it often oc- 
curs that the county chaingang cannot 
work the roads in some localities. 

The present record which will be kept will 
destroy the possibility of such a contin- 
gency and if any doubt ever arises ag to 
whether the road in question is a public 
thoroughfare, the record can be referred 
to and such information as desired gained. 

The public roads of every county are 
divided into three classes. A first-class 
road must be thirty feet wide, second class 
twenty feet wide, and a third class sixteen 
feet wide. The width of the roads will be 
kept by the classes.- Another importan?: 
part of the record will be under the head 
of remarks, Here Clerk Kontz will keep a 
record of the amount of work done on each 
thoroughfare of the county by the county 
chaingang. This is considered very import- 
ant. At the end of each year, by reference 
to the book, every day’s work on each 
road of the county can be ascertained. 
This method will greatly facilitate in hav- 


chaingang. It is believed that the new

records of the county.

ENGLISH SELLING /A FEATURE 


Decline Regardei Remarkably Small 
in View of Heavy Pressure 
Brought To Bear. 


New York, January 11.—(By Associated 
Press.)—There was a very fair speculative 
business in cotton futures. The early 
market was weaker under a brisk selling 
movement, in good part for realizing on 
long contracts and on foreign selling or- 
dres following unsatisfactory cables. For 
a time the disposition to take profits was 
quite general. The opening call developed 
a barely steady feeling at a decline of 1@3 
points under this pressure, following a stil 
further decline of 3@4 points. English 
selling orders were a feature. The selling 
for English account was partly against 
purchases made at home, partly to secure 
profits, but also, it was claimed, in the 
nature of manipulation in the interest of 
exporters, who by means of depressing the 
New York market hoped to secure a bet- 
ter buying basis in spot supplies in the 
south.

The Wheat Position. 


From The Wall Street Journal. 

The fluctuations of late in the price of 
wheat have been erratic in the extreme. 
Up on bear news and down on Lull news 
has been the order of things for a week 
past. On ‘Saturday, after elosing at the 
lowest point of the day, May wheat rallied 
on the curb a half cent on the indecision 
and nervousness of the day’s short sellers. 
Some traders consider the price movement 
unusually hard to guess this year, owing 
to the advices and statistics shifting from 
one extreme to another, and the undoubted 
hoarding of wheat by the farmers to a 
greater extent than of late vears, both in 
this country and abroad. “A speculative 
movement might easily advance the price 
10 cents a bushel and more on the apparent- 
ly insufficient supplies to bridge over till 
the next crop. 

Exports for the week reached extraordi- 
nary proportions and Russian and Argen- 
tine shipments do not increase. With the 
cleaning out of the wheat af Buffalo and 
en route expected very soon, the seaboard 
will have very small stocKs to shiv from 
and Europe will have to bid higher to draw 
from other countries. After weeks of 
heavy shipments and the small aceumula- 
tion abroad, with a letting up of clearances 
from this side, foreign stocks would be 
likelv to decrease rapidly. The question is, 
whether the estimated jmmense crop: ma- 
turing in foreign countries will be offered 
before a speculative if not legitimate ad- 
vance in price is brought about. encourag- 
ing sellers to hold off for stil) higher prices. 
The condition of the winter wheat crop will 
be for weeks sensitive to weather. and ow- 
ing to its forward state liable to damage 
later from insects. With conditions gener- 
ally in'the superlative, the speculative sen- 
timent will have full play for some time to 
come.

WEAK AT OPENING 


News Early Was Ail ef a Bearish Char- 
acter. 


TABLES WERE SOON TURNED 


Heavy Export Clearances Caused Rap- 
id Advance in Wheat, Other Mar- 
kets Closely Following. 


Chicago, January 1l.—Heavy buying or- 
“ders today, brought about by the enor- 

mous clearances at the seaboard, caused a 
sharp rally in wheat, May closing % 
higher. Corn rose %C, and oats %@%c. 
Provisions were consistently firm all day 
and closed 22%c up for pork and 10c each 
for lard and ribs. 

Reports of liberal offerings of wheat from 
Argentine and Russia, together with easier 
cables from Liverpool, gave the market 
here a weak tone at the outset. Domestic’ 
receipts were light compared with their 
volume a month ago, but when get against 
receipts at the corresponding time last year 
they were, from the point of view of the 
bulls, still very discouragingly heavy. Un- 
der these influences May opened 4@%gc 
lower at from 70%c down to 70Yc, and in 
less than half an hour it could be bought 
at 69%4c. That was under put price, and 
there arose a good demand from holders 
of those privileges who were disposed to 
take profits. Corn about this time began 
to show recuperative strength after eariier 
weakness and the buying of wheat became 
sufficiently urgent to cause a quick recov- 
ery of May to 70\%c. Receipts here amount- 
ed to 166 cars, of which eleven graded 
contract. Minneapolis and Duiuth reported 
receipts of 459 cars against 367 a year ago. 
The receipts at the principal western pri- 
mary markets aggregated 707,000 Tushels, 
compared with only 421,000 bushels the same 
day last year. This feature of. ihe crop 
movement acted as a weighty argument in 
favor of the bears during the forenoon and 
helped to check buying on any extensive 
scale. Another bearish influence during the 
early trading -was the complaint of ship- 
pers of the lack of bids, and the few re- 
ceived they claimed to be hopelessly un- 
workable. When the clearances from At- 
lantic seaports for the day were placed at 
1,204,000 bushels it completely turned the 
tables on the early short sellers and 
caused a rapid advance from around 70%c 
for May to 70%c, the latter point being 
reached about twenty minutes before the 
end of the sessien. New York reported a 
good inquiry for wheat from the continent, 
and claimed fifty boatioads had been dis- 
posed of. The rise inaugurated by the ex- 
port clearances continued to the end, May 
selling as high as 71@7i%c, and closed at 
7lec buyers. 

Large receipts, lower cables and the de- 
cline in wheat weakened corn early. ‘May 
opened %@%c lower and eased off to 36%c 
during the first half hour. At the end of 
that time buyers commenced to show 
themselves in considerable numbers and 
May was bid up to 37%c. Predictions of 
unsettled weather and clearances of nearly 
a million bushels were responsible for the 
sharp upturn. A scarcity of cars for ship- 
ping purposes has hampered the trade for 
some time, but this drawback has entirely 
disappeared today, and the shipments were 
on a large scale. The market continued 
Strong after the first early dip and closed 
at the top price of the day. Receipts were 
607 cars. 

A good demand from the country and 
small offerings strengthened oats. There 
Wwas a good cash demand, and oats ruled 
the firmest grain on the list. The sharp 
advance in corn near the end was reflected 
in oats, and the market closed very strong. 
Receipts were 121 cdrs. May opened a 
shade lower at 27%c, sold sparingly: at 
2744, then rallied to 27%c, the closing price. 

Small hog receipts and an excellent ex- 
port demand strengthened provisions. Or- 
ders from the outside were numerous on 
the buying side, and commission ‘houses 
Were also taking on long lines. This ag- 
gressive buying resulted in a sharp advance 
in prices all around, and the market left 
off strong at the top price for the day.

RECOVERED SHARPLY LATER 


Substantial Gains Were Scored at the 
Close—London Operations Were 
Considerably Reduced.

New York, January 11.—Directots’ meet- 
ings were responsible for considerable va- 
riations in the character of the stock spec- 
ulated in today. As is usually the case, 
forecasts were rife as to the probable ac- 
tion of the various directories in session, 
which were utilized for effect upon the 
market values of securities interested. The 
most important development was the action 
of the Louisville and Nashville directors in 
replacing the stock in the category of divi- 
dend payers. The report suomptted for 
the six months ending December 3lst show- 
ed total income $4,487,622 and surplus of 
$1,426,799, after deducting fixed charges and 
sinking fund requirements. Tkis exhibit 
prompted the ‘nanagement to declare a 
dividend of 1% per cent out of the earnings 
for that period, which may foreshadow a 
regular annual disbursement of 3 per cent. 
The dividends én this property were s5us- 
pended in 1893 and a reduction of 10 per 
cent was made in the salaries of employees 
with a proviso that they would be restored 
when earnings warranted it. This promise 
was carried out last year and the succes- 
sive favorable character of the traffic state- 
ments published around expectations with 
the investment public that dividends would 
soon be declared on the stock. The pro- 
ceedings of the Sugar directors were also 
viewed with considerable interest, as it Was 
intimated that some publicity would be giv- 
en of the result of the company’s operations 
in the pending trade war. The stockhold- 
ers’ ratification of the action of the direc- 
tors in voting to reserve the profits of the 
company as working capital was interpret- 
ed by the bears as indicating a possible 
abandonment of dividend payments, The 
stock was thrown on the market in large 
volume and sufficed to check the aggressive 
upward movement which was in progress 
on the announcement that the senate com- 
mittee had agreed to report without amend- 
ment the peace treaty. Tihhe market in genr+ 
eral presented other features of striking in- 
trest, including as it did an outburst of 
investment buying, which improved the 
Standard shares 1 to 4 points. The Vander-~ 
bilt stocks were unusually prominent and 
a burst of animation and strength which 
lifted Pennsylvania 4% exercised a healthful 
influence on the market. The specialties, 
aside from Suger, moved in comparatively 
narrow limits and figured very moderate- 
ly in today’s total. T'ihe weakness in which 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis made a sensational break of 64%, gave 
the bears a temporary advantage, but the 
bulls got the whip hand in the subsequent 
dealings and closed the market well up to 
the best at substantial gains. London op- 
erations were considerably reduced on both 
sides of the account. 

The bond market developed a sagging ten- 
dency, but recessions were not significant 
except in isolated cases.

Frank Copp, Mrs. Leovy took the stock 
and card from her father and showed 
them to this dear friend. Miss Davis was 
deeply touched and begged the privilege 
of illuminating the initial letter, ‘T,’ of 
the little scrol!. She d‘d this beautifully, 
and the souvenir acquires double value 
from the fact that it represents the work 
and thought of the beloved president and 
daughter of the confederacy. Attached to 
the stock, which was ‘heavily mounted in 
silver, is the following explanation taken 
from a letter written to Mr. Leovy by Mr. 
Davis, and dated February 9, 1868: 

“This is the detachabie stock of a pistol 
made for me by the workmen in Colt’s.~ 
factory, who sent a committee to present 
it to me as an inventor. I had introduced 
the movable stock for the cavalry pistol, 
and. Colt ‘had applied the method to his 
revolver. It was not original with me, 
though it was previously unknown to the 
manufacturers of America. It was so fe- 
garded until the occasion above referred to 
gave me an opportunity of correcting the 
mistake.”’

In refer- 
ence to the matter, Mrs. Lillian Devereux 
Blake, the well-known philanthropist in 
the interest of women, said at a recent 
meeting of the Mothers’ Club: 

“There are some good hotels, of course, 
to which a well-dressed woman, who has 
money to pay her way, will be admitted 
alone at night. But what of the hundreds 
of other women, just as respectable, but 
dressed commonly and with little money ? 

“And what of the young girls?—for I be- 
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| lieve. no first-class thotel will admit quite 
young girls alone. You may say that the 
Young Women’s Christian Association is 
the place for them to go.- But, I'll ask 
you, how are they to find the Young Wo- 
men’s Christian Association? 

“There is a card of the association, 
framed, hanging in a none too conspicu- 
ous place in the Grand Central Station. 
And, besides, the Young Women’s Chris- 
tion Association closes at 10 p. m. 

“It is a horrible thought that decent, 
refined women are obliged to spend the 
night in a police cell, just because there 
seems to be no other place for them. 
Again and again, a police matron told me 
only a few days ago, the officers bring re- 
spectable women there, and she has to 
place them in cells for the night.” 

“More places should be provided where 
women could go. The hours Should never 
be limited, and a Ist of all such places, 


with directions for reaching them, should 
be posted in every public Place, where 
fomen may chance to go. This is a mat- 
ter Which we ought to take up at once.”

further progress and develop ment of their 
city be not hampered by the present inade- 
quate facilities of the public building located 
here. The postal service bears a very close 
relation to commerce, and the additional 
space necessary for the conduct of Atlanta’s 
postoffice is a matter of the first importance. 
The proper quartering of the United States 
courts, provision for the convenient and 
safe storage of court records and adequate 
offices for other departments maintained 
in the building, are all matters demanding 
serious consideration. The importance of 
the duties performed by the various depart- 
ments of government and the dignity of the 
situation demand the passage of the bill 
authorizing the erection of a new building. 

‘If the bill is passed by the present con- 
gress and the work of erecting a new struc- 
ture prosecuted with all possibie haste, it 
will require at least four years to make the 
building ready for occupancy, consequently 
it is of great importance that the matter 
be given imimediate attention. The question 
of renting additional space to accommodate 
the constantly increasing force of employees 
is now being considered, and it will un- 
doubtedly be necessary to do this in the 
immediate future. It is estimated that an 
annual rental of $10,000 will ‘have to be paid 
to secure space necessary for the relief of 
the overcrowded condition now existing in 
the building. 

“In view of these facts, the necessity for 
immediate action must be apparent. The 
bill now uider consideration is conserva- 
tive in its estimate of cost. Considerably 
less than half a million dollars ($420,000) 
was expended by the general government 
in constructing: and adding to the present 
public building at Atlanta. An appropria- 
tion of one million dollars is now asked for 
to construct a building that will meet pres- 
ent requirements and serve to properly 
quarter the various departments therein 
maintained, and it is confidently hoped that 
your committee will, after due considera- 
tion, see fit to recommend the bili in 
question.

| GAVEL FOR NEXT G. O. P. 


NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

The gavel that will call the next national 
republican convention together is now bk- 
ing constructed, and it is the intention 
the republican who is having it made to 
have in it a piece of wood of a historic 
nature from every state in the union. 

The bit of wood that Georgia will do- 
nate is a specimen of Georgia pine that has 
an exceedingly interesting history. The fol- 
lowing letter explains how the material for 
the gavel is being gathered: 

Stewart, O., December 1, 1898.—Chair- 
man Republican Executive Committee, 
Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I am construct- 
ing a gavel for use at the next national 
republican convention. Will you please 
send me a small piece of wood, say the 
size of a lead pencil about four inches 
long, with a brief history of same. I am 
using wood from every state in the 
union for this gave’, and I want Georgia 
represented. Accept thanks for favors. 
Yours truly, B. F. SMITH. 
United States Marshal Walter Johnson is 

the chairman of the state republican execu- 
tive committee and he at once wentto work 
to get Georgia’s donation. Yesterday he re- 
ceived the following note, with the piece of 
wood, from Mr. A. L. Kontz, of this city: 

I hand you herewith a piece of wood 
from the headquarter flagstaff used by 
Generals Pope, Mead and Terry, of the 
United States army, in front of the resi- 
dence of Christian Kontz, my father, 
while these gentlemen successively occu- 
pied our residence as the military capitol 
of Georgia during the reconstruction 
days of the sixties. 

The tree from which this flagstaff 
was made was cut from the lands of the 
late Colonel Clark Howell, on the banks 
of Peachtree creek, at the point where 
General Benjamin Harrison’s command 
crossed the creek during the battle July, 
1864. Briefly stated, this piece of Georgia 
pine, while in its native forest, witnessed 
the battle of July, 1864 where Benjamin 
Harrison’s command crossed Peachtree 
creek, and when made into a flagstaff 
it supported the stars and stripes over 
the headquarters in Atlanta successively 
of Generals Pope, Mead and Terry.

side piece of the flagstaff and is of rich 
Georgia pine.

For many years Boutet de Monvel has 
occupied a unique position in the art of 
France. At first he was a fad that grew 
upon the Parisians as nothing had grown 
upon them before. Now he is the idol of 
the gay French capital and enjoys a popu- 
larity that bids fair to last until his death, 
and that is sure to be prolonged into per- 
manent fame. 

At present the famous artist is the guest 
of breezy Chicago, and is the lion of the

hour. He is wined and dined from. one 
week’s end to another, and there is a so- 
clal stampede to show the distinguished 
Visitor all the attentions possible, 

Mr. De Monvel seems to be enjoying 
himself immensely and accepts each and 
all the invitations showered upon htm, 
and has made himself so unusually good- 
natured and gracious that the Chicagoans 
are loath to part with him. Just how long 
he intends stopping in America is not 
known, but it has been hinted that Mr. De 
Monvel contemplates a visit to the south 
in order that he may study to some extent 
the negro and his surroundings. 

If this be true, it is one of the most im- 
portant bits of art news for some time. 
Here is a typical Frenchman, artistic to 
the very tips of his fingers, about to make 
Studies of the race that has suffered more 
at the hands of artists than any other. 
Oné can count on the fingers of one’s hands

It will be interesting to note the impres- 
Sion that the negro will make upon the 
mind of this great artist, and perhaps it 
may be that he will lend a subtle power to 
the stroke of his brush that will create 
something so unique that ‘‘De Monvel’s 
Negroes” will become quite as famous 
as his gamin types of Paris. 

Boutet de Monvel is a distinet character 
in contemporaneous art. He is to Paris 
what Phil May is to London and M. 
Wolf is to New York. For more than a 
quarter of a century he has made a study 
of the waifs and gamins of the streets of

his beloved Paris, and these pictures of 
children are known Wherever there is in- 
terest in art. His peculiar style long ago 
stamped him an artist of ability, if not 


a genius, and while there may be many 
who criticise unfavorably his technique and 
treatment of the subject, the vast majority 
of lovers of art applaud his every effort. 

He has raised the “Sutter-snipes” of 
Paris from the erime of the streets and 
tenaments to a unique art pedestal. and 
made them interesting an@ charming th- 
dividuals, at once humorous d 

and pathetic. 
His method of treatment tg peculiar in 
that it is free from everything irrelevant 
to the character of the thing treated. The 
object he desires to paint stanés out prom- 
inently in his brain, and he lagvishes all 
the power of his genius upon that one 
thing. 

If it be a child, the figure is as distinct 
and individual as it is possible to make it 
while the surroundings are secondary in 
treatment. They appear to be only the aq- 
juncts, and are suppressed to give promi- 
nence to the main idea. He has yijjet's 
horror of the trivial and, like the master 
of Barbizon, ‘‘would rather do anything 
than express myself feebly.”’ 

Not only does De Monvel paint the 
children of the streets for the French 
magazines and for his Own amusement 
but he has also painted the_portrait, of 
the children of the rich of Paris. When 
one remembers his pecutiar style, it weujd 
almost seem amusing to contemplate aq 
portrait of a child of the prominent ones 
in society. Imagine the little pug nose ang 
the eyes made with two jabs of the brush: 

But that these portraits are appreciateg 
by the ones for whom they are made, ig 
proven by the fact that De Monvel re. 
ceives as much as $1,800 for each picture 
of this nature that he paints. Mr. De 
Monvel has at last reached that rung in 
the ladder of fame where he can look 
about him. and place his own price upon 
his efforts, and that makes even art seem 
more like art. 

Boutet de Monvel comes of an artistic 
family. His mother was the daughter of 
Adolphe Nourrit, the great tenor and 
friend of Meyerbeer and Rossini. It is to 
this mother that De Monvel probably owes 
the most of his great success as an artist. 
She was the one who advised him to pur- 
sue art as a profession, and did everything 
in her power to assist him in his studies. 

The artist, now famous, was born in 1850, 
at Orleans, and began the study of art 
when hardly out of his teens, with the 
great Cabanel. Afterwards, he studied 
with Julien, and it was while with this 
master that he went to fight with the 
French army at Sedan. After returning 
from this disastrous war he again took up 
the study of art with renewed vigor, and 
in 1874 made his first entrance-into the sa- 
cred saloon, the Mecca of all artists. 

After that, he entered the studio of 
Carolus Duran and began the successful 
work of illustrating for the papers of 
Paris. This part of his work, and the very 
part that has made him well-Known to the 
world at large, was forced on him by ne- 
cessity, for after marrying, in 1876, he 
found jit necessary to earn his daily bread, 
and turned to this kind of work quite by 
accident. 

De Monvel has won several medals at 
the saloon, and stands high in the list of 
popular French artists. His studio is situ- 
ated in one of the most secluded streets 
of the Latin quarter of Paris, and quite 
out of the way of the noise and dirt of the 
great city. It is luxuriously furnished and 
is the playhouse of the gamins of the 
streets, who are always made we by

A Conference of Traffic Officers Is Called 
for Next Week. | 


THEY MEET AT PALM BEACH 


Matters of Interest to This City May 
Be Taken Up. 


AN INTIMATION FROM THE OFFICIALS 


The Work of Adjusting Charges and 
Bringing Them Into Line Is 
Still Under Way. 


A conference of traffic officials of the 
roads in this territory will be held at Palm 
Beach, Fla., next week. 

This will be the first meeting of the as- 
sociation’s conference committee in some 
time. It ‘thas been intimated that some 
questions of interest to Atlanta may be 
taken up at that meeting for considera- 
tion. The committee of executive officers of 
roads entering this city made a report re- 
cently to the chamber of commerce and 
announced a desire to bring Atlanta’s rates 
into line with those of other cities where 
they were not in line. In some instances 
the trouble was that other cities had rates 
which were lower in proportion than this 
city’s. In such instances the roads have 
taken steps to increase the rates from the 
east or west, as the case may be, to the 
other southern points. 

In the case of rates from Atlanta to some 
middle and south Georgia points, teduc- 
tions were granted. 

Just what is contemplated by the roads 
has not been learned, but it is rumored 
that there will be further readjustments. 

A meeting has been called for Augusta 
tomorrow. This is the conference which 
was called last week for Atlanta, but some 
of the roads interested could not be present. 
At least one of the lines interested in the 
Augusta cotton situation cannot be rep- 
resented at Augusta tomorrow. 


NO CUTTING DISCOVERED. 


Fast and West Lines Appear To Be 
Maintaining Rates. 

To the surprise of shippers and perhaps 
the railroad men themselves, rates are 
still being maintained on the east and 
west lines above the Ohio river. 

To maintain rates for ten consecutive 
days is something unprecedented in recent 
years. 

All roads in the west are bent on improv- 
ing their property, and this is more or lesr 
true all over the country. To do this it is 
necessary to save all the money possible, 
and when rates are cut money is thrown 
away. Ali progressive managers are at- 
tempting to get the greatest possible train 
haul for the least money. Light grades, 
heavy rails, good track, powerful locomo- 
tives and large cars are required. 

Only 30 per cent of the capital stock of 
railroads is paying dividends. Rates have 
decreased until two-thirds of the roads in 
the United States cannot do more than 
Pay operating expenses and fixed charge.s 

In 1867 the rate on dry goods, boots and 
shoes, drugs, tea and a large variety of 
Other articles was $1.37 per 100 pounds. In 
1897 the rate on al} these articles had fallen 
to 75 cents per 100 pounds. In 1858 the trans- 
Portation charges on grain from Chicago 
to New York were 38 cents per bushel]. In 
1897 the tariff rate had fallen to about 12 
Cents per bushel, and it was actually cut 

two again the greater part of the time. 
Railroad managers have made up their 
Minds that railroad rates are down to stay, 
and they are turning their attention to the 
reduction of operating expenses to offset 
the losses which have to be met. The car- 
rying capacity of cars must be increased, 
the hauling power of locomotives must be 
adde@ to. grades must be reduced, lines 
Straightened, heavier rails must be used 
and the physical condition of roadbeds im- 
Proved in every conceivable way.
